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"MILITARIST' POSE IN REPUBLICAN ELECTION PLATFORM

[Text] Detroit--For 4 days the election passions raged in the Joe Louis 
Arena. There were dozens of TV cameras, hundreds of journalists. Speakers 
succeeded one another on the platfors. 


“The country needs a new president. We need Ronald Reagan,” former Texas 
governor J. Connally urged. 


“Our party alone can withstand the Communist threat,” senator from North 
Carolina J. Helms thundered. 


Behind the obtrusive pomp of the Republican convention, which was more 
reminiscent of a television show than a meeting of politicians to discuss 
serious problems, the same old theme was predominant--criticiem of the 
cul.cont administration. "The whole convention tvok the form of an indict- 
ment of J. Carter who, according to former Republican President G. Ford, 
is leading the country to disaster,” the DETROIT FREE PRESS, a local news- 
paper, wrote. 


The Republicans came to the convention having in practice already decided 
their presidential contender. As expected, former California Governor 
Ronald Reagan was nominated. 


Reagan is no novice in big politics and twice before--in 1968 and 1976--ran 
for the Republican presidential nomination. But only now has he been able 
to collect the necessary number of delegate votes in the primaries to be 
nominated as the candidate of the “elephant party.” 


In the Joe Louis Arena the former California governor secured the support 
of all his recent rivals, with the exception of Congressman J. Anderson, 

who has decided to run as an independent candidate in the Novemeber elec- 
tion. Reagan was supported by such prominent Republican party figures as 

















G, Ford and H, Kissinger. It ie they, the prese notes, who persuaded Reagan 
te take as his vice presidential running mate the former CIA director G, Bush 
whe, American commentatore believe, represents modecate wing of the party. 
Thue the republicans are hoping to etrengthen party unity for the sake of 
capturing the White House. 


It is no accident that the party leaders chose Detroit as the venue for 

the convention==the city ise now hit by mage dismissals in the auto industry. 
in their opinion, the city symbolizes *he general crisis to which the 
Democrats have brought the country. "At the beginning of this year,” the 
Republicans’ election platform says, “inflation reached the highest level 
thie century. Prices are rising by 10 percent annually, more than § million 
people are seeking work. Plants are closing throughout the country. Our 
people's hopes and intentions are being thwarted. The main architects of 
our decline are Democratic politicians, who have neither the program nor 

the ideas to solve this crisis." 


Juet what alternative are the Republicans offering voters, and how do they 
intend to combat the existing crisis? 


One of the main provisions of their economic program is a 30-percent reduction 
in taxes over the course of 3 years. It is supposed that this will help not 
only to stop inflation, but also to revive business activity. The Republicans 
also advocate the relaxation of Washington control over the economy and 

oppose the tax on ofl monopolies’ superprofits. "All these measures," the 
NEW YORK DAILY NEWS states, “are in the interests of big business." 


The Republicans have traditionally been more conservative than the Democrats 
on many domestic political issues. Thus, accusing the Democrats of wasting 
government funds, they call for the programs to aid the unemployed and needy 
to be reviewed “with a view to eliminating the deficit” in the federal 
budget. Thies “review” would inevitably lead to a reduction in social 
programs. 


The Republicans also essentially refused to support the amendment to the 
constitution regarding equal rights for women. The interests of national 
minorities, including the black population, have also been forgotten. 


The Detroit Convention also paid considerable attention to the intentions 
of the Republicans and the presidential candidate himself in international 
affairs. And it is precisely his conservatism and longstanding reputation 
as a “hawk” that helped the former California governor to reach the home 
stretch of the election marathon. For it is precisely on a curve of anti- 
Sovietienm, whipping themselves into a frenzy with calls for intensified 
militarist preparations, that the Republicans and their candidate are 
seeking to overtake the Democrats who, it must be noted, are doing their 
utmost not to lag behind their rivals in terms of bellicosity. 








it ig not surprising that in this situation talk of the "Soviet threat," 
according to the WASHINGTON POST, runs right through the foreign polic: 
section of the election platform, "The Republican platform demands arms 
superiority over the Soviet Union, not equality,” the CHRISTIAN SCIENCE 
MONITOR adds. The platform pute forward a multifaceted plan for military 
preparations which would lead to a new round of the arma race. The Repub- 
licane demand faster deployment of MX nuclear missile complexes, the deploy- 
ment of new American missiles in West Europe and the adoption of a new- 
generation strategic bomber. They advocate producing cruise missiles and 
the neutron bomb and developing new ABM and civil defense systems. 


The Republicans do not once mention in their piatform the policy of the 
relaxation of international tension, and they sharply criticize the SALT-2 
treaty. Without “in principle” rejecting arms control talks, they intend 
to hold them only “from a position of strength." 


The militarist platform adopted at the Republican convention has alerted 
many Americans. Sober-minded local commentators warn that the platform 
could lead to a deterioration in the international situation, and empty 
the American taxpayer s pockets. 


Analyzing the results of the Republican convention, the local press also 
notes the fact that many voters who have really come up against the economic 
crisis, inflation and unemployment are expressing open mistrust aad hostility 
toward both the Republican and Democratic candidates.

U.S. MEDIA USES ‘SOVIET THREAT' TO UNDERMINE DETENTE

[Text] Washington--In the evening at 11 o'clock is the time when the main 
Washington TV stations broadcast their nighttime bulletins on the latest 
news; afterward they begin to screen old movies, often so-called “horror 
films," to tickle the nerves of viewers who do not want to go to sleep. 
However, a few days ago the local so-called “public television” channel 
decided to regale its insomniac viewers with a “horror program” of a rather 
different kind. The program bore the intriguing title "A War Called Peace." 


The basic idea behind the program was formulated by one Brian Crozier, 
introduced to the audience as a “prominent British journalist.” He started 
that World War III turns out to have begun already and is being waged against 
the unsuspecting West by...the Soviet Union. In the process Crozier went 

so far as to make *‘e monstrous claim that the USSR is "the greatest threat 
to mankind since the time of Nazi Germany." 


So blasphemous a lie needed to be corroborated somehow, so viewers were 
presented, for thie precise purpose, with extremely tendentious discussions 
of the Soviet Union's political system and foreign policy and of Soviet- 
American relations. Thus the Harvard University "Sovietologist" Richard 
Pipes, who specialized in the history of Russia's revolutionary movement, 
delivered a lecture about our country. (From time to time Pipes makes some 
extra money by drawing up confidential reports on the situation in the 
Soviet Union for the CIA.) Bits of television interviews with several 
renegades who were once expelled from the USSR and are now earning their 
daily bread by the sweat of their brow from the bounties of the local secret 
services were inserted into Pipes' talk. 


Probably none of the main participants in the prograr has ever set eyes on 
the Soviet Union, although they indiscriminately passed judgment on it with 
the learned air of experts. An exception was M. Toon, former U.S. ambassador 








to the USSR, who, it is trve, had enough common sense to warn against the 
policy of forming blocs and tesuing threats againat the USSR. 


But the excursions into politica and history were only the introduction. 


The story proper began when NEW YORK TIMES military commentator Drew Middleton 
(incidentally, he was the anchorman) embarked on the program's Highlight," 
wo to speak=-a discourse on the "Soviet Military Threat." To the accompani- 
ment of talk of "The World's Biggest Military Machine," shots of Soviet 
missiles, tanks and aircraft appeared on the screen, According to the 
authors’ intention, these were supposed to illustrate the claims that the 
Soviet Union is seeking to secure military euperiority over the West in 
general and the United States in particular. Middleton stressed that 

special concern is being caused in the West by the strengthening of the 

USSR navy, which has gone out into the expanses of the world ocean, which 
until recently certain Western powers regarded as virtually their own fiefdom. 


The reasons for this "concern" became clear when the next speaker--Frank 
Barnett, director of the National Strategic Information Center--disclosed 
plans for creating a "transoceanic bloc” with the participation of the United 
States, certain West European NATO members and Japan. Barnett made no 

secret of the fact that the aim of this worldwide imperialist alliance is 

to establish control over the most important energy and raw material sources 
and over their delivery to the Western industrial countries. 


The anti-Soviet "I's" were dotted by the final discussion, led by the well- 
known WASHINGTON POST commentators Bradley and Kraft, which could be con- 
cisely described as a requiem for detente. 


Of course, you can only sympathize with the American television viewers 
who wasted almost 2 hours on this propaganda show. Especially as they 
neither saw nor heard anything fundamentally new--the hackneyed theses of 
a "Soviet threat" are the staple diet of American propaganda in the press 
and on radio and television. 


"A War Called Peace" was nominally prepared by the "Public Communications 
Company," which no one has heard of, from the small town of Erie, Pennsylvania. 
But in actual fact this company was merely the cover for influential circles 
in Washington. 


The real reasons behind the program, whose participants called for an 
intensified arms race up and increased military spending, will become clearer 
if you take into account the fact that the United States has begun fulfilling 
an immense 5-year military program. Its cost is estimated at a minimum of 

$1 trillion. The military-industrial monopolies are already rubbing their 
hands in the expectationof huge profits. The program earmarks $100 billion 
for the development and production of new weapons systems alone. But this 
money has to be taken from the American people at a time when crisis, 

















unemployment and inflation are eroding their living standards. That ise 
why the "Soviet military threat” myth is so necessary! 


To thie it should be added that the United States is now experiencing not 
only an economic but also a profound spiritual crisis, The American 
bourgeoisie is keenly feeling the loss of ite dominant position in the 
capitalist world, Hence the nostalgia and desire to return to the "good 
old" days, and propaganda tricks such as "A War Called Peace" are aimed 
precisely at making the American people turn away from detente. This is 
the main danger of these ideological diversions,

PROBLEMS CONFRONTING DEVELOPING COUNTRIES IN 1980'S

‘Text]) The second decade in the development of the United Nations brought 
Asian, African and Latin American countries no lesser disappointments on 
the social and economic fronts than the preceding decade. Certain success- 
es achieved in mobilizing internal resources for development needs, insur- 
ing sufficiently stable rates of expanded reproduction, structural reorga- 
nization of the national economy through the industrial modernization of 
production forces, and so on, had a limited impact on the solution of 
internal social problems and were unable to provide a reliable protecting 
barrier against the powerful negative influences which the global capital- 
ist economy exercised on their developing economies. 


Concretizing the diagnosis of the general situation, we would like to draw 
attention to the most essential symptoms indicating the serious nature of 
the changes which became apparent in the 1970's. We shall begin with the 
objective economic situation of the developing countries. Above all, the 
economic growth indicators, which as early as the 1960's inspire. a certain 
optimism, displayed strong fluctuations and a general declining trend. 
Thus, the developing countries achieved a growth in the overal. national 
per capita income of 1.2 percent, rather than 3.5 percent as e. marked by 
the United Nations for the decade. The share of these countries in world 
trade declined from 30 percent in the mid-1960's to 15 percent coday, while 
their share in the export of industrial commodities is no more than 2 
percent. 


Despite the widespread opinion, the foreign channel of economic growth 
narrowed considerably. Conversely, all principal indicators reflecting 
decrease of dependency and underdevelopment either rose or maintained 
their previous high leve’. Thus, the foreign indebtédness of the develop- 
ing countries reached $300 billion. Annual indebtedness payments--$40 
billion--account for 20 percent of the export earnings of the li* ~ated 











countries, Compared with the developed capitalist countries, the per 
capita income in these countries is lower by a factor of 14. This repre- 
sents a decline in atandarda unfamiliar to previous economic history. 
Countries inhabited by 65 percent of the global population account for no 
more than 8 percent of the world's industrial output and have retained a 
primarily agrarian social structure. 


In order to tllustrate the complexity and gravity of the problems facing 
the developing world at the threshold of the 1980's, we shall cite facts 
pertaining to countries within the realm of activities of the United 
Nations Economic and Social Commission for Asia and the Pacific Ocean 
(ESCAP). As we know, over one-half of the earth's population inhabits this 
area. "At the beginning of the decade of the 1970's, the number of unem- 
ployed or of people living under socially unacceptable conditions in the 
ESCAP region reached a record-setting level in absolute figures. The 
situation worsened even further toward the end of the decade. In terms of 
what the International Bank for Reconstruction and Development considers 
absolute poverty, the ESCAP area accounts for two-thirds of the global 
amount. In 1970 the absolute figure ranged in the hundreds of millions."! 


Despite an insignificant decline in the oirth rate, population growth is 
facing the economic system in the 1980's with truly tremendous tasks. 
Thus, the dynamics of growth of new manpower resources, by decade, is as 
follows: 1960's, 70 million; 1970's, 100 million; and 1980's, 140 million 
people.2 The food problem will becom> no less grave, for estimates indi- 
cate that even were the current situation of the area maintained, by 1985 
grain shortages will be significant--no less than 11 million tons--with a 
very likely rise to 35 million.3 


The crisis ‘n the industrial system of the Western countries and the 
mechanism of international economic relations, urging the developing 
countries to create a united economic front, most clearly revealed the fact 
that each internal problem of development of the liberated countries has a 
direct channel to the external economic environment in which the developing 
countries do not control the situation. For this reason, for example, the 
program suggestions formulated by the "Group of 77" (the 1979 Arusha 
Collective Self-Supply Program) reflect the basic national economic inter- 
ests of the developing countries, requiring “coordinated changes in the 
structure of trade and production which would eliminate protectionism in 
machine building, agriculture and other sectors; encourage the equitable 
distribution of production capacities and accelerate the industrialization 
of developing countries and reorganize the structure and development of the 
raw material sector in world economics, along with improvements in trade 
conditions and an increase of the share of the developing countries in the 
processing, marketing and distribution process; and broaden the interna- 
tional framework contributing to the growth of the technological possibili- 
ties of developing countries and of the effective frameworks of interna- 
tional financial cooperation, insuring the developing countries a broader 
access to resources.” 








Let ue look particularly closely at the main points on which the developing 
countries are criticizing the West. They no longer apply to individual 
matters, detaile or epecific conditions governing economic interaction. 

Now the question has been raised of reviewing the entire existing interna- 
tional economic order, considered obsolete, archaic and operating extremely 
tendentiously in favor of the developed capitalist countries and to the 
detriment of the developing estates. The Arusha progres adopted by 77 
countries sume up thie position most clearly: “The lasting painful condi- 
tion ef the international economic system cannot be considered a cyclical 
phenomenon, but must be acknowledged as being the consequence of profound 
etructural flaws, which therefore call for radical changes in the interna- 
tional economic system.” Purcier on this theate is refined as an acknow- 
ledgement of the urgent need for a “structural reform of the international 
economic system,” 


The second target of criticiem is the entire system for making most- 
important decisions affecting the nature and form of international economic 
relations. Proceeding from the fact that the present decision-making 
syetem, which developed at the beginning of the postwar period and which 
entirely fatie to reflect the changed circumstances in the global economy 
and global market, has reached a state of total disarray and cannot be used 
ae an effective instrumen for regulating global economic relations, the 
developing countries, and above all the "Group of 77," are asking to play a 
bigger role in defining and amending the system and conditions of interna- 
tional trade, whatever ite type. 


Ae ineieted on by the drafters of the Arusha program, “Decision making is 
related to the management of the global economy; the definition of the 
rules of the game in international economic deals and the possibility to 
amend euch rules is the exclusive prerogative of the big developed coun- 
tries. ... Om of the requirements for structural changes, unquestion- 
ably, ie upgrading the role of the developing countries in the internation- 
al decision-making process." One of the ESCAP Secretariat documents men- 
tions the need for a further major adaptation of the organization of inter- 
national economic relations so that the latter “cguid properly reflect the 
interests of developing and socialist countries." 


Let us particularly single out two of the reasons for the growing discon- 
cent felt by the developing countries concerning their economic relations 
with the Western countries, enabling us to see most clearly the negative 
influerce of the world capitalist economy on developing economies. The 
firet is related to the policy of “new protectionism.” Currently it is 
supported by the industrial capitalist countries, who are using tariff and 
nontariff methods for limiting the access of export goods produced by the 
developing countries to their markets. They justify this course with 
circumstantial consideracions. In reality, it based on imperialist self- 
seeking interest. However, this is a shortsighted policy, taking into 
consideration the essential stipulations of the economic theory of interna- 
tional trade (the principle of comparative advantages), and the fact that 











it is blocking on of the most important processes contributing to the 
growth of the capacity of the world market and supporting the dynamism of 
the global economy==the industrial development of economically backward 
countrtles, 


It is precisely the growth and development of the industrial complex and 
the industrial production sectors that are the base for raising the level 
of the national income, capacity of domestic markets and increased material 
prosperity and social stability of societies on their way to modernization. 
The growing export sector ie the direct ,enerator of this process (economic 
diversification), ae well as a source of foreign currency accumulations and 
a fund for the repayment of obligations. The “suppression” of traditional 
and new exports through the “new protectioniem,” and the application of any 
other similar measure, inevitably leade the developing societies toward 
economic nationalism and the development of autarchic tendencies. 


The second rather grave aspect is in the area of interaction between the 
national economies of the developing countries and private foreign capital, 
whose predominating form of activity in the 1970's, particularly in new 
sectors and investments, is represented by the multinational corporations 
(MC). The influx of private capital in the developing countries has 
already exceeded the sum total of resources and funds they receive along 
governmental channels. It is also known that private entrepreneurs, 
particularly those possessing the highest level of economic power, connec- 
tions with the capital markets, technology, an advanced management system, 
and so on, hardly tend to consider the conditions of the “environment"~- 
natural, social, historical, and so on. 


The developing countries are too financially, economically and scientifi- 
cally and technically weak to oppose the MC pressure directly or indirectly 
maintained by the Western countries. Still under debate is the question of 
creating favorable conditions for the flow and investment of foreign 
capital and for activities by foreign enterprises in developing countries. 
Meanwhile, in recent years the situation has changed radically: The ques- 
tion is not for the government of the liberated countries to create 4 
protective microclimate for the corporations and to adapt themselves to 
their customs and behavior as a whole, but conversely for the MC to adapt 
to local reproduction conditions, social relations and historical reali- 
ties. 


The predatory activities of the MC have virtually always acted as a desta- 
bilizing factor on a global scale. The behavior of petroleum MC in the 
second half of the 1970's offers a characteristic example. Monopolizing 
the transportation, refining and marketing of petroleum products, they 
exploited both petroleum producers and consumers of the finished product, 
earning fabulous profits. Faleifying the real facts, the MC tried to shift 
the entire responsibility for the developing situation to « .e petroleum 
exporting countries, causing major tension in the respective countries, as 
well as internationally. 








Considering the predatory activities of the MC in most developing coun- 
tries, the demand of the nonalined countries, formulated in the economic 
declaration (item 22) of the Havana Conference (in September 1979) on the 
inalienable right of raw-material producers to exercise “total, permanent 
and offiectal sovereignty over their natural resources, particularly in the 
areas of extraction, processing, price setting and marketing,” is entirely 
justified, 


The problem of transfering 'C technology and control of operations in this 
area is not 4 matter of prestige, but, above all, a social problem. Most 
closely linked to it is the gravest contradiction facing contemporary 
social development of Asian, A’rican and Latin American countries: The 
growth of organic capital structure (increased production capital inten- 
siveness), and with it the growth of manpower resources which are used 
either partially or not at all as the result of the “demographic explo- 
sion,” the stagnation of overpopulated agrarian structures, and the slow 
increase in the number of jobs in contemporary sectors. 


Under these circumstances the problem of developing a structure of new 
investments which would ineure greater social returns manifested through 
new jobs or more work for the active population, becames of cardinal 
importance. Under such circumstances control over MC investment and 
technological policy, the creation, on a national and collective basis, of 
a domestic technological potential, and insuring economic expansion while 
upgrading the absolute and relative levels of employment, i.e., energizing 
the human factor, are linke of the single chain of modernizing production 
forces and creating an adequate social climate for this purpose. 


The currently observed overall “radicalization” of the policies of the 
liberated countries toward the West, and their readiness and ability to 
resort to collective act'ons in the realm of international economic rela- 
tions, are, it seems to us, not only the result of a crisis in the policy 
of the West toward the developing countries (as a consequence of the inten- 
sified general crisis of capitaliem), or the energizing of the foreign 
political activities of the young states. It is also the result of the 
intensification of internal contradictions within the liberated countries. 
It is precisely the growing pressure developing in the domestic “social 
kettle” within each developing country that is manifested, with greater 
strength, “on the outside,” as a result of the combination of all separate 
demands and claims. 


Yet, it is precisely the escalation of economic nationalism, which has 
assumed a global ecale (assisted by the “new protectionism” of the West), 
has sometimes contributed to a deferment and, occasionally, even deliberate 
postponement of the internal socioeconomic reforms and sociopolitical 
changes which could provide great opportunities for economic growth. As a 
result, internal social tension has frequently splashed over outside. The 
deep and organic tie between the internal social and the foreign economic 
problems of the developing world is entirely obvious. 
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One can easily imagine a situation in which the collective offensive 
mounted by the developing countries, encountering the thick wall of resis- 
tance of developed capitalist countries, united on a different basis, would 
come to a stop and shift ite focal point to the realm of internal social 
contradictions. In such cases, predictably, the social and political 
tension in the individual liberated countries and the developing world at 
large would grow even faster. 


In a Qumber of countries recurrences, shorter or longer, of traditionalis- 
tic moods or 4 religious reaction, fraught with a new destabilization on a 
national or regional level, or, perhaps, even on a broader scale, may be 
possible. The likelihood for this increases the less the Western countries 
and their capitaliet corporate activities display a readiness to meet the 
economic requirements of the liberated countries, and the less the latter 
meet with the understanding and support of their aspirations to reform 
obsolete institutions and procedures controlling global economic relations. 


Any tranefer of social tension to the outeide is accompanied, usually, by a 
mobilization of forces with authoritarian methods, on a nationalistic 
basis, suppression of the opposition and a hardening of the political 
system. Therefore, the possibility for the cutbreak of conflict situations 
on a global or regional scale may be reduced only on the basis of a healthy 
economic and social development aimed at equalizing the levels reached by 
advanced and backward societies. However, this requires not only an inter- 
national climate propitious for the implementation of the possibilities of 
detente, easing the burden of armaments and channeling the resources of 
mankind into the struggle against the poverty, unemployment and spiritual 
submissiveness of hundreds of millions of people; what is necessary is not 
only a profound reform of institutions and regulations which would justi- 
fiably control global economic relations; a sober and realistic approach is 
necessary on the part of the ruling Western circles toward the legitimate 
and juet demande of the developing countries. Yet, it is precisely such a 
realism, as has been openly stated by the representatives of the young 
national states, that is precisely absent in the leaders of the capitalist 
world. 


It becomes even more important to emphasize this now, when the ruling 
circles in the United Staces ave applying a great deal efforts to undermine 
the process of detente and to involve the developing countries in an “anti- 
detente” campaign and within ‘he orbit of military preparations. The tre- 
mendous danger facing them--as was clearly confirmed by Washington's mili- 
tary adventure against Iran--is the military-political Joctrine formulated 
by U.S. imperialist and militaristic circles of securing by all means, 
including military force, the so-called “vital interests” of the United 
States in the developing world. Unquestionably, such a policy greatly 
hinders the economic and social progress of the young national states and 
threatens the peace and security of the nations. 


In this light most serious attention should be paid to the proposals of the 
nonaline i countries on the adoption of a new strategy of international 
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development in the !980's, and particularly their recommendation that 
problems of international eccnomic cooperation be resolved not episodically 
but on the basis of a “planned and strategic approach.” In the opposite 
case all the advantages will go to the highly developed capitalist coun- 
tries (see, for example, item 96 of the Economic Declaration of the Sixth 
Conference of Nonalined Countries in Havana). 


The development of cooperation on the regional level is of major importance 
to the developing countries. However, this type of cooperation is encoun- 
tering serious difficulties. Thies is clearly exemplified by the fate of 
the Association of Southeast Asian Nations (ASEAN). The association was 
created in 1967, consisting of Indonesia, Malaysia, the Philippines, 
Singapore and Thailand, not ae a military bloc, but as an organ for 
economic, trade and cultural cooperation. It led a nominal existence only 
for almost nine yeare. However, the U.S. defeat in Indochina and the 
elimination of ite direct military presence in Southeast Asia opened new 
possibilities for regional cooperation and for strengthening the stabiliz- 
ing factors in thie area. 


The new trends became particularly clearly apparent at the first summit 
meeting of representatives of ASEAN countries at the end of February 1976 
in the Indonesian island of Bali. The nonmilitary nature of the organiza- 
tion was asserted at the meeting. The idea of turning Southeast Asia into 
a “zone of peace, freedom and neutrality” was approved, and so were the 
principles of peaceful coexistence, proclaimed in their time in Bandung, as 
the foundations for normalizing relations between ASEAN members and Viet- 
nam, Laos and Kampuchea. A program was developed for more extensive 
economic cooperation, construction of joint major industrial projects, 
trade expansion, and others. 


Of late, however, making good use of the situation in the People's Republic 
of Kampuchea and the events in Afghanistan, the imperialist forces and the 
Chinese hegemonists are trying to hinder the development of normal rela~ 
tions between the countries of Indochina and the ASEAN and to turn the 
latter in the direction of militarization with a view to converting this 
association into a military-political bloc. 


The United States, Japan and, presently, China are not interested in the 
least in making the ASEAN a strong neutralist group of states. They would 
like to turn the ASEAN into a military-political organization relying on 
the United States, the European Economic Community and Japan, opposing, as 
a kind of “cordon sanitaire” the countries of Indochina. In order to 
accomplish this, for example, the United States and Japan are wi)'ing to 
bear some of the costs. The Ford doctrine and the Carter-Fukuda 1977 
communique included generous promises to support the regional cooperation 
among ASEAN countries. Investments rose. In 1976 Japan invested in the 
area about one billion dollars, while the United States invested over 300 
miliion. The influx of foreign investments continued to rise in the 
subsequent years. 








At the ? August 1977 Kuala Lumpur meeting between representatives of the 
ASEAN and Japan, Japan made considerable concessions to meet the require- 
mente of the association. In particular, it agreed to grant credits total- 
ing $1 billien on easy terme for the building of one big industrial project 
in each of the associations members, Immediately afterwards, T. Pukuda, 
the then Japanese prime sinister, speaking in Manila, on 18 August, in the 
course of his visit in the countries of the area, formulated the basic 
principles of Japanese policy in Asia, described as the “Manila Declara- 
tion” or the “Pukuda doctrine.” The pur,»ose of declarations on the 

desire to achieve “reciprocal trust” and all-round cooperation was to 
conceal the clearly expanisionistic course adopted by Japan and the United 
States, and to disperse the mistrust of the peoples of the area related to 
the steady grow:', of Japanese military potential and ite increased role in 
the American military etrategic system in Asia. 


The subversive activities of the neocolonialist forces toward the ASEAN 
were clearly manifested at the regular conference of ministers of foreign 
affaire of the association, in the summer of 1979. The heads of the 
foreign policy departments of the United States, Japan, Australia and New 
lealand, and a representative of the Western European Common Market parti- 
cipated in the final expanded conference meetings. The representatives of 
these countries clearly tried to make use of this regional forum to dissen- 
inate their fabrications on the subject of the "Vietamese threat." In 
turn, Sonoda, the then Japanese minister, suggested the creation of some 
kind of “commonwealth” of countries of the Western part of the Pacific 
basin. The Indonesia newspaper MERDEKA considered this action as one sore 
attempt on the part of the militaristic circles to turn the ASEAN into a 
military alliance and create a new military pro-imperialist bloc on the 
ruins of SEATO. 


Similarly, and with the full agreement of the United States, Japan has 
raised the idea of a “Pacific commonwealth,” in an effort to provide maxi- 
mum favorable conditions for the expansion of monopoly capital while 
exploiting China's inexpensive manpower. In any case, in the light of the 
reports published on the signing of contracts between the PRC and Japan for 
the delivery of the first contingents of Chinese workers to be used for 
difficult projects in third countries, such assumptions do not seem unlike- 
ly in the least. 


Reality has shown that the imperialist countries are unwilling to consider 
the national interest of the young liberated states, and are pursuing their 
efforts to consolidate the latter's dependent position in global economic 
relations, and complicate their development on the path of economic and 
social progress. 


It is obvious that unless the unfair status and inequality currently exist- 
ing by the fault of the Western countries comes to an end, in the future 

mankind could expect most severe international contradictions and conflict 
situations. Such situations would not in the least be of a kind created by 








the fabrications of impertalist propaganda concerning the “Soviet military 
threat” related to the “Afghan probles,” but situations which could 
factually ariee as a result of the unresolved problems of restructuring 
internationas economic relations and stabiliging the circumstances in the 
developing world on a regional and global ecale. The world of the develop- 
ing countries is a major factor in contemporary international relations and 
ite probleme are adamantly seeking a solution.

GROMYKO BOOK ON DEVELC?MENTS IN SOUTHERN AFRICA REVIEWED 
Moscow AZIYA I AFRIKA SEGODNYA in Russian No 6, Jun 80 p 62

pages | 


[Text] In the materiale of the 25th CPSU Congress southern Africa is 
defined as one of the hot spots in the world. Following the breakdown of 
the Portuguese colonial empire, racism and colonialism retained their posi- 
tions only in the southern tip of the African Continent .Meanwhile under the 
conditions of the tremendous positive changes taking place in the interna- 
tional arena and the profound changes in the African Continent, manifested, 
in particular, through the appearance of new states headed by revolutionary 
-democratic parties, the existence of a bulwark of colonialism and racism, 
such as the Republic of South Africa, prove that in Africa the reactionary 
forces as well are still relatively viable. Their growing activity 
threatens the peace and security of independent African countries. 


All this entrusts historians dealing with problems of the south of Africa 
with particular responsibility. They must provide answers to a number of 
important and politically acute problems, including that of the reasons, 
nature and future of the gravest social and political conflict in the 
southern part of the African Continent. 


The noted Soviet historian An. Gromyko considers this problem in his mono- 
graph. 


The work is characterized by a comprehensive approach to the study of the 
social and political processes and problems of international relations in 
the southern part of the African Continent. This approach, based on the 
Marxist-Leninist analysis of complex and multiple-tiered processes occur- 
ring in southern Africa, enabled the author to establish the most important 
characteristics of the situation and trends of development of international 
relations in the area. 
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An. Gromyko's study rests on a firm historiographic base. He has used, 
critically interpreted and summed up numerous meterials from the United 
Nations, the Organization of African Unity, official documents issued by 
the African states, documented publications, press materials, and so on. 


Analyzing the conflict, the author proceeds from the fact that its nature 
is not only regional, but continental. In his view, this conflict explains 
not only the specific nature of the circumstances on the continent but the 
influence of global factors, above all the nature of the contemporary age 
in which a struggle between the forces of socialism and of the national- 
liberation movement, on the one hand, and of imperialism and reaction, on 
the other, is underway in the world arena. The author considers the con- 
flict in southern Africa one of the manifestations of this struggle. 


The monograph offers a thorough analysis of all basic aspects of the con- 
flict situation developing in the southern part of the continent. Impor- 
tant problems such as imperialist economic and political expansion in 
southern Africa, the struggle waged by the "front-line states" against 
colonialism and racism, the conflict between the African and the white 
population of the Republic of South Africa, the situation in Namibia, the 
United Nations attitude toward the South African conflict, and so on, are 
creatively considered on the basis of a thorough study of factual data. 


An. Gromyko emphasizes that the hotbed of colonialism and racism remaining 
in southern Africa is a permanent source of threat to peace and interna- 
tional security. The racists and those who support them are in a state of 
conflict with independent Africa. The author provides a close study of the 
policy of the Western countries in the southern part of the continent. 


Noteworthy is the author's thesis to the effect that imperialism is trying 
to preserve its positions in southern Africa with the help of new, neo- 
colonialist methods, extensively substantiated in the monograph. It is 
precisely such methods that imperialism is trying to use in resolving, in 
particular, the problem of Namibia. This is an attempt to replace a 
racist-colonial regime with an updated neocolonialist regime. With the 
protection of the Western countries, the South African racists have con- 
verted the "the peaceful settlement" into so-called “internal settlement” 
of the Namibian problem. The purpose of this maneuver is to put in power 
here a puppet parliament and government, which, as before, would be ruled 
by white racists with the participation of African collaborationists. 


The monograph offers a thorough and profound study of United Nations 
activities related to the problems of southern Africa. This study has led 
the author to the conclusion that United Nations General Assembly resolu- 
tions are of a far greater radical nature, and go substantially further in 
their condemmation of racist regimes and recommendations on the means for 
the elimination of colonialism and racism, compared with the Security 
Council resolutions, where this is hindered by the policy of the Western 
countries resorting to the use of their veto power. 
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The monograph adequately shows the position held by the Soviet Union toward 
southern Africa and the diametrically opposite position of the Western 
countries. The Soviet Union is providing selfless support to the forces 
fighting for national liberation, particularly in Namibia and the Republic 
of South Africa. 


Following the publication of the monograph, as we know, major changes 
occurred in southern Africa: The patriotic forces of Zimbabwe won their 
victory. However, the data contained in the book on the development of the 
liberation movement in that country has remained topical as a study of one 
of the important stages in the history of the struggle of the African peo- 
ples against racism and colonialism. 


The work also suffers from certain shortcomings. Thus, it would have been 
desirable to depict more extensively the ties between Israel and the 
Republic of South Africa. Naturally, this does not affect in the least the 
hig seientific standard of the book as a whole. 


The book by An. Gromyko is an original monograph based on the profound 
study of extensive documentary data. The important merit of this book is 
that the processes occurring in southern Africa are studied within the 
overall context of the struggle waged by anti-imperialist forces in the 
international arena. Through all his forecasting assessments and theoreti- 
cal conclusions the author leads the readers to the view that the failure 
of the racist regime, combining the features of the old colonialism and of 
neocolonialism, is historically inevitable. 


The book by An. Gromyko is an important study which makes a considerable 
contribution to contemporary African studies.

FULFILLING LENINIST IDEAS IN ASIA, AFRICA

[Excerpts] The Second Congress of the Communist International was held in 
July-August 1920, first in Petrograd and, subsequently, in Moscow. The 
congress paid great attention to problems of the national-liberation move- 
ment in colonial and dependent countries, a movement which was given a 
powerful impetus by the Great October Socialist Revolution in Russia. 

V. I. Lenin accomplished a truly gigantic amount of work in the course of 
the preparations for and holding of the congress. He actively participated 
in the work of a number of its commissions. V. I. Lenin wrote the drafts 
of the most important resolutions of the Second Comintern Congress, includ- 
ing the theses on the national and colonial problem, which contain basic 
conclusions on the problem of the national-liberation struggle. Yepresent- 
ing a unified system of theoretical concepts of tremendous importance, to 
this day the theses are a manual for practical action by Marxist-Leninist 
parties in the developing countries, showing the way for the growth for the 
struggle for national independence into a struggle for the reorganization 
of society on a new, socialist basis. 


As V. I. Lenin himself pointed out,! the basic idea of the theses is the 
difference, the separation of nations between oppressed and dependent, and 
oppressing and exploiting, which is a characteristic feature of imperial- 
ism. 


The second master idea of the theses was that following the victory of the 
Great October Revolution the prospects of the national-liberation movement 
are determined above all by the outcome of the struggle waged by a small 
group of imperialist countries against Soviet Russia. 


This objectively called for the creation of a close alliance between all 
national-liberation movements and the young Soviet state, an alliance whose

forma were to be defined in accordance with the level of development of the 
communist awareness of the workers and peasants of backward countries, 

Vv. I, Lenin pointed out the need for extensive and painstaking explanation 
to the totling masses of the colonies and semicolonies of the idea of an 
anticolontal and anti=imperialist front, directed against foreign and 
domestic exploiters, Gradually, the peoples of these countries would 
achteve an understanding of the ineurmountable fact that a socialist system 
alone could insure the true equality among nations and their real indepen- 
dence from international capital. 


Subsequent historical developments proved that proletarian internat ional- 
iam, whose basic principles were also included by V. I. Lenin in the theses 
on the national and colonial problem, is a powerful means of struggle 
against bourgeois nationalism, which is running out of its progressive con- 
tent. 


Guided by these principles, from the very first days of its existence, 
Soviet Russia formlated a policy toward colonies and dependent countries 
based on the international interests of the workers of all countries-- 
interests which call for providing comprehensive support to the movements 
for liberation from national and social oppression. 


At the beginning of the Soviet system, the first socialist state in the 
world could give international aid to the peoples of Afghanistan, Turkey, 
Iran, China and other countries in the struggle for independence and 
against colonialism and imperialist interventions. 


Lenin's instructions on the work of the communists in the peasant environ- 
ment of colonial and dependent countries were exceptionally valuable. As a 
result of the underdeveloped nature of production forces and the domination 
of patriarchal, feudal and semifeudal economic systems, there was no purely 
proletarian movement in those countries. 


V. I. Lenin considered that a prerequisite for success in the liberation 
struggle was the establishment of a solid alliance between the proletariat 
of the progressive countries and the peasantry of the East. He ascribed 
tremendous importance to the political organization of the peasant masses 
and the creation of soviets of working people. Naturally, considering the 
low numerical strength of the working ciass in the colonial and dependent 
countries, such soviets could not have a proletarian nature. However, 
supported by the working class of the state of victorious socialism, they 
could become the initial organizational form for a gradual reorganization 
of the sociopolitical system on a socialist basis. Subsequently, in the 
course of the Second Comintern Congress, V. I. Lenin developed this idea 
and substantiated the possibility of backward countries converting to 
socialism while bypassing the capitalist stage of development with the help 
of the victorious proletariat of socialist countries. 


Today this road is already being followed by some 20 Asian and African 
countries. Led by the progressive detachments of revolutionary-democratic 

















forces, they are implementing profound socioeconomic changes aimed at 
laying the foundations of a social economy and reatricting exploiting pro- 
duction relations. Ae L. I. Brezhnev, CC CPSU general secretary and USSR 
Supreme Soviet Presidium chairman, emphasized, as a whole "socialism has 
already sunk deep roots in a number of countries which have rejected the 
colonial yoke of imperialism and taken the path of free and independent 
development." 


Exposing the swindle "systematically perpetrated by imperialist countries, 
which under the guise of creating independent states are creating economi- 
cally, financially and militarily entirely dependent states,"3 the develop- 
ing countries are waging an adamant struggle for the reorganization of 
international economic relations on a just and democratic basis and against 
the domination of imperialist monopolies of their economy. They are 
energizing their activities within the nonalined movement. Their contribu- 
tion to universal peace and detente is growing. 


All this cannot fail to trigger the fierce resistance of imperialism, which 
is trying to regain its lost positions and retain the liberated countries 
within the sphere of capitalist oppression. The arsenal of present-day 
neocolonialism includes political pressure and promotion of civil strife, 
economic blackmail and open armed intervention. This entire set of means 
has been put into circulation by the current U.S. Administration in connec- 
tion with the events in Iran, whose people made an antimonarchic and anti- 
imperialist revolution, and in Afghanistan, where the gains of the April 
1978 revolution, threatened by the intrigues of hostile outside forces, 
could be resisted thanks to the internationalist aid provided by the Soviet 
Union at the request of the Afghan Government. 


The struggle waged by the Asian and African countries for their true liber- 
ation is complicated by the fact that China is acting on the side of im- 
perialism. While discoursing on the "common fate” shared by China with the 
peoples of the young states, the Beijing ruling circles are, in fact, 
guided by considerations conflicting with the basic aspirations of the 
working people in Asian and African countries. The hegemonistic policy of 
Mao's heirs is aimed at dividing the national-liberation movement and 
isolating it from the socialist comity. This could only seriously weaken 
the positions of the liberated countries facing global imperialism. 


Under ‘hese circumstances, the Leninist appeal for strengthening the 
alliance between the national-liberation movements and the forces of real 
socialism, loyal to their international duty, becomes more topical than 
ever. The comprehensive aid provided by the members of the socialist 
comity is an important factor in strengthening the political and economic 
independence of the liberated countries and the broadening of their base 
for profound socioeconomic changes in the interest of the toiling people. 


The ideas found in V. I. Lenin's theses on the national and colonial prob- 
lem are penetrating today ever more profoundly the awareness of the broad 
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tolling masses in Asian and African countries which are increasing their 
efforts to insure their political and economic rights and achieve total 
freedom from the oppression of world capitalism. The communist parties of 
the Afro-Asian countries, armed with the Leninist experience of leadership 
of the masses, are in the leading ranks of this struggle. Step by step 
they are bringing closer the day of social renovation of the former 
colonies, implementing what the great Lenin planned 60 years ago.

During the final days of last year the attention of the entire world was 
riveted on Afghanistan.

of Afghanistan. The Soviet Union fulfilled its international duty in full 
accord with the Treaty of Friendship, Friendly Relations, and Mutual Assistance, 
and with the spirit and the letter of the U.N. Charter. The Democratic Republic 
of Afghanistan [DRA] exercised its right to collective defense. 


imperialism'’s propaganda machine was launched at full speed. It seemed as 

if the airwaves would explode and the whirring machinery would disintegrate. 
They understood in Washington, Beijing, Islamabad, Cairo, and London that the 
plans developed with such zeal to transform Afghanistan into their bridgehead 
or the Soviet Union's southern borders were dashed. The mass media in the 
Western European countries and those of reactionary Moslem regimes responded 
like an obedient echo.... 














Ae ofe Vatie HeWapaper put it, @ new country=-Afghanistan=--appeared for millions 
of Frenchmen, The next day, amidet a group of Seviet correspondents represent- 
ing PRAVDA, LAVESTIYA, TASS, APN, and Gosteleradio [State Committee for Television 
and Radio Broadcasting), | flew te Kabul, where | spent 6 weeks, 1 had the 
opportunity to explore this country for myself 16 years ago, This now was 

my seventh trip, We had one task assigned: tell Soviet and foreign readers 

the truth about events taking place in Afghanistan, 


For one and one-half months my colleagues and 1 were witnesses to the Afghan 
government's enormous efforte to etabilige the country's political and economic 
life, we Were eye witnesses to the liberation of political prisoners, and we 
talked to saboteurs sent in from Pakistan, We saw fires, we heard shots and 
explosions, This was evidence that the enemies of the Afghan revolution had 
hot put down their weapons, All this was accompanied by the rowdiest anti- 
Afghan and anti-Soviet hysteria in the reactionary press and on Che airwaves, 
which continues to be stirred up artificially right up to the present. 


One January day Kabul was inundated by foreign correspondents of all hues and 
shades. Many conducted themselves like unceremonial guests, poking their noses 
into other peoples’ business. Life in the city followed its normal rhythm. 
The bazaar bustled from morning until evening, calls to prayers resounded from 
the minarets, lines snaked away in front of the movie theaters. in Zarenga 
Central Park people gathered around the loud speakers to hear and comment on 
the news, which then washed like waves through the bazaar and living quarters. 
Newspapers were published, enterprises and urban transport operated. Martial 
law was only enforced at night, the streets were patrolled, and rounds from 
automatic weapons were only audible from the windows fro. time to time: armed 
groups roamed around Kabul trying to get into the city. 


Under such conditions, how could Western journalists carry out the tasks 
assigned by their chiefs, who impatiently awaited sensations reminiscent of 
scenes from Alfred Hitchcock “horror movies"? “If they aren't there, they have 
to be invented,” they decided, The flow of fabricated information flew out 

of Kabul via every channel. When the need arose to transmit an obviously evil 
lie, the authors of these fantastic events flew to Peshawar, where they received 
new instructions to continue from their bosses. 





Is there any need to repeat everything that those representatives of the bourgeois 
press wrote, beginning with the fact that a Soviet commandant rules Kabul and 
concluding with reminders that back in the 15th century a salesman from Tver' 
named Afanasiy Nikitin walked the “three seas" to the shores of India conduct- 

ing the first strategic reconnaissance? 


Slight spurts of objective information only rarely percolated on the pages 

of the press. Visiting Kabul, Jean Claude Larose and Joseph Jacques, secre- 
taries of the General Labor Confederation, point out in the pages of the weekly 
VIE OUVRIERE that they had never seen such a flood of lies and calumny as that 
being spread by “colleagues” located there at that time. "We talked in Kabul 
with French specialists who, in their words, accompanied journalists from 








NOUVELLE OBSERVATEUR, LE MATIN, and LE MONDE, the authors report, They stopped 
doing so, having learned that the information received thanks to their help 

is not being published,” Jean Jarry of FRANCE-NOUVELLE, responding in his 
report to the question "What is going on in Afghanistan?", could not avoid 
noting that a certain portion of the French press, covering the “Afghan 
question,” is filling into a kind of anti-communist delirium, Even more defi- 
nite is Bousid Kusa on the pages of the magazine AFRIQUE-ASIE:; “It is su-ficient 
to look at how the Western press rages and the significance this country holds 
from the point of view of imperialist strategy immediately becomes clear, But, 
what do they write about the country iteelf, about the Afghan people, their 
sacrifices and hopes’ They are either silent about all this, or they falsify 
it." 


1 used excerpts from this French press because I encountered in Asian countries 
many journalists from France and | respect their professionalism. 1 was sur- 
prised this time that several began to operate in accordance with guidelines 
obligingly developed at CIA headquarters--Langley.

Our days are crammed full. We meet ministers, chat with colleagues, attend 
press conferences, visit enterprises, we write and file materials. Communi- 
cations are one of the biggest “choke points.” One has to wait hours for 
Moscow, But, Kabul is far from being the entire country, therefore IL 
irresistibly took to the road.... 


The road, looping for a long time in the tight turns of a serpentine along 
the mountain slopes, broke into a valley, tightened up like a spring, then 
flowed like a straight gray tape to Jalalabad and beyond--to the Pakistani 
border. This is the Khyber Pass, a section of the ancient "silk row,” which 
left its mark in the pages of history even before Alexander the Great's trip 
to India. 


Where the road crosses the border, a symbolic drop barrier has been installed, 
even though it is very provisional. In 1893 English colonizers drew on the 
map of Asia the so-called "Durand Line," which divided Afghanistan and former 
British india. 


Afghanistan, which the English at that time called the “key to India,” was 
an English semi-colony, and its people endured one of the gloomiest periods 
in their history--the four black decades. 


The line inscribed on the Afghan map in London on Downing Street divided not 
only the country, but also the native Pushtun tribes that lived not on a map, 
sut on lands that had been theirs since time immemorial. Therefore, the tribes 
continued to interact, trade, and at times fight, paying not the slightest 
attention to the “border.” 


Numerous tribes even today live according to their laws and are subordinate 
to councils of elders, leaders, and fathers. The territory along both sides 
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of the “Durand Line" is called the "tribal region.” The governments of both 
Pakistan and Afghanistan cannot rule it, but instead must negotiate cooperat- 
ion with the main families and clans, 


It is no accident that the English chose this “archipelago of tribes" for 
intrigues against Afghanistan from the moment Emir Amanullah Khan announced 
complete independence, For England the loss of Afghanistan was especially 
telling in the political plane. The small country caused the first rupture 
in the citadel of the colonial empire over which until that time "The sun 
never set," 


Former Emir Habibullah Khan annually received subsidies from London and obliging- 
ly carried out the instructions that came along with the checks. And, this 

was required: one fine day Habibullah was found murdered in his hunting tent 
outside Jalalabad and his heir refused the handouts, 


After independence was announced, the English started the Third Anglo-Afghan 
var, in which they suffered a complete defeat as had been the case in the two 
previous wars. 


The great revolution in Russia and expulsion of the British colonizers by the 
Afghan people in 1919 opened a new page in relations between the neighboring 
countries. The friendship of our peoples was born during a historic time, 
Today we see the ripe fruits of this friendship, good neighbor relations, and 
mutual assistance which has been nurtured for more than 6 decades. 


On 27 March 1919 the Soviet government was the first to recognize the full 
sovereignty and independence of the Afghan state. 





Lines from a letter written by V. I. Lenin and M. I. Kalinin on 27 May 1919 

to Amanullah Khan are characteristic: "Broad possibilities for mutual assistance 
against any infringement on the part of foreign predators for other peoples’ 
freedom and other peoples' property are opened up through establishment of 
permanent diplomatic relations between two great peoples." These are words 

that retain their urgency today. 


The principles of the new relation between the states were embodied in the 
first Treaty of Friendship, which was concluded on 28 February 1921. Young 
Soviet Russia even in those difficult troubled years often aided this southern 
neighbor in the struggle against colonizers’ attempts to re-establish their 
positions, including supplying weapons and aircraft and sending in specialists. 


For a decade Amanuvilah Khan attempted to introduce many reforms: he built 
schools and hospitals, restricted the all-powerful clergy, abolished the veil, 
and created a regular army. However, the Emir's reforms were not completed. 
Powerful tutile lords and reactionary tullahs, deprived of some of their income, 
gave them a hostile reception. 


This was immediately put to use by the English, who decided to conduct a con- 
current struggle against the Afghan and Soviet people on all fronts. They 
issued ultimatums, supplied money and weapons to the Basmachi, and subverted 
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tribal leaders and Mullahs, (The term "English Moslems," which exists to this 
day, appeared at this time,) 


Britieh intelligence succeeded in provoking agitation and unrest, including 
a4 tribal uprising in Khowst in 1924 and the large Bacha-i-Saqao revolt on the 
border in 1929, 


This direct English protege succeeded in capturing Kabul and declared himself 
Emir, A witness to these events wrote: “Afghanistan in | day fell into the 
murky pit of the mire and ignorance of the Middle Ages. The country again, 

as it wae before Amanullah, reverted to the Mullahs, to reaction, and in 
actuality to English intelligence, carefully masked by the turban and completely 
penetrated throughout." 


The situation on the Afghan-Soviet border also deteriorated, Upon English 
instructions, the gelf-proclaimed leader stepped up the activities of 20 
Basmachi bands, which began to conduct raids into Soviet territory. 


However, soon the famous intelligence agent Col Lawrence of Arabia, who led 
the rebellion from what is now Pakistani territory, and British ambassador 
Sir Humphries, who operated in Kabul, had to endure a cruel surprise, 
especially the day Nadir Khan ordered the execution of Bacha-i-Saqao. 


Amanullah's former defense minister and then ambassador in Paris, Nadir Khan 
was able to spur the people on against the mercenary adventurists and won 
victory. True, he forgot to return the throne to Amanullah and, taking the 
name Nadir Shah, personally sat on the Kabul throne. However, in foreign 
policy the new ruler decided to continue the cooperation with the Soviet Union, 
as affirmed by the 1931 treaty. The Basmachi bands were liquidated. 


This minor historical excursion is no accident. In today's situation it seems 
to some that history is repeating itself: similar circumstances have been 

set up for liquidation of the national structure. American and Beijing 
intelligence agencies are attempting to more widely employ all the approaches 
the English used a half-century ago, forgetting that the world has changed, 
that only pieces remain from = British colonial empire, that this is not 

the same Afghanistan. 





As before, I had several occasions to be near the Khyber Pass and the “tribal 
region,” both on the Pakistani and Afghan sides. This time, with IZVESTIYA 
correspondent Vadim Kassis, I was able to visit Jalalabad, Gardez, and Khowst. 


We flew to Jalalabad, courteously shown to us by Faiz Mohammad, Minister for 
Border Affairs and Tribal Territories, the same day that Voice of America on 
many frequencies cried that fierce battles were in progress in this city between 
Soviet and Afghan troops. 


We walked the noisy, bustling streets, met M. Z. Afridi, governor of Nangarhar 
Province, drove to a farm in Dadda, with the city's mayor Banaris Kalivol visited 
the Khadi Zarim textile factory and the lith Afghan Infantry Division staff. 














Life Was quiet and normal everywhere. A flow of oncoming traffic moved along 
the highway, which for a time has become the city's main street, leading to 
Kabul and te border villages, Shots were audible from somewhere far off,... 


we Were authoritatively informed in the garrison that there was not a single 
Soviet soldier in the province, As regards the shots, in actuality not far 
from the city operations are underway to liquidate a band penetrating from 
Pakiatani territory, Remnants of this band were dug in at the Sagib fortress. 


“Two days ago,” the officer recounted, “an armed combat agitation group suc- 

ceeded in occupying the district center of Fatiabad. After the occupation, 
followed as usual by murder, arson, and robbery, a counterrevolutionary immigrant-- 
Mullah Mamad Yunus Khales--was brought in from Peshawar. He spoke at the local 
mosque, advocating declaring the provinces of Nangarhar, Kunar, and Lagman 

an “Islamic Republic” and requesting military aid from the U.S.A. and China. 


After such a “commandment,” several inhabitants succeeded in secretly leaving 
the village besieged by the bandits, reaching Jalalabad, and reporting all 
that had transpired to those in power, 


“We immediately launched a battalion-size operation, which is drawing to a 
successful conclusion,” said the staff officer in closing. 


Along with Afghan journalists, we visited one of the most popular Pushtun 
political leaders, Hafar Khan. He is 92 years ©1414, 32 years of which were 
spent in jail where the English colonizers threw him, as the Pakistani mili- 
tary powers subsequently did. The tall, stoop-shouldered old man retains 

a sharp mind. He greeted the transformations that have taken place in the 
country and the arrival of Soviet friends for the purpose of rescueing the 
Afghan people from disaster. 1 recall this phrase: “The English often came 
to subjugate us, but the Russians came to help.” 


The inhabitants of Jalalabad see this help daily. The country's largest irriga- 
tion system has been set up with the help of Soviet specialists east of the 
city. Some 30,000 hectares of fertile land have been won away from the 
scorching rocky desert. I often visited the area where 14,000 Afghans and 

more than 500 Soviet specialists were participating in the construction. 


The attack on the desert began near the village of Darunta, the "Valley of 
the Winds,” where the Kabul River was blocked and the GES built. A main canal 
70 kilometers in length begins at this point. At the mid-point it came to 
Mount Cidei Kats and a tunnel 74 kilometers long was cut. Facilities include 
two powerful pumping stations, 600 kilometers of irrigation ditches, and 

300 kilometers of boundary roads. 


The entire area had to be cleared of boulders and rocks, which in the heat 
were so hot that you could fry an egg or cook thinly-sliced meat on then. 


You can then imagine the difficulty we had believing that this land can be 
transformed into a blossoming oasis, described to us by our irrigation experts 














V Zemiyanekiy, F. Sokolov, and other visiting countrymen as they showed us 
the firat robust seedlings. 


Coming here after 12 years, | saw it all with my own eyes. Olive and citrus 
plantations had sprung up on thousands of hectares, The small settlements 
where the specialists live had been transformed into a real botanical garden. 
One can often see pine, eucalyptus, cypress, and date palms living side by 
side along the streets and paths. State farms at Samarkhel, Gaziabad, Dadda, 
and Batikot were converted into factories of olives and all types of citrus, 
ae well as other crops. All it took was watering the land and it can support 
three crops per year, 


G. Aleksandrovich, leader of a small group of Soviet specialists, last summer 
showed me this entire enormous farm. We stopped at the Park of Friendship 
where trees planted by honored guests from many countries of the world are 
bearing fruit. Among them is an orange tree bearing the plaque "Yuriy 
Gagarin.” Its branches droop under the weight of the large oranges, which 
flash like bright lights on the dark green background. 


Bands infiltrating from Pakistan have often made savage raids on the farms 

and plantations. Their raid on the “Open Air Museum" in Khadda, where archae- 
Ologists excavated priceless relics of Khandar culture from the time of the 
Kushan rule, was noted for its special vandalism. Entering the village, the 
bandits destroyed the museum, for which Americans--"protectors of culture"-- 
can thank then. 


Part 3 


We flew in an Afghan Air Force helicopter to Gardez, the center of Paktia 
Province, and to Khowst, a border district city. The province's population 

in the main consists of 22 tribes which live a settled way of life. Many tribes 
cooperate with the people's power, but there are hostile tribes, especially 

the Jardran and Mangal, which have not only succumbed to propaganda but which 
basically have been bought with American dollars by the leaders of the counter- 
revolution. As the local forces told me, 16 afghanis per day, a sum turned 
over to the leaders and elders, is credited per tribe member, from the smallest 
to the oldest. Weapons are exchanged in unlimited numbers, and a carbine has 
always been the best gift for every inhabitant of the “tribal region.” In 
return, the war-like tribes must place piles of rubble on roads, mine bridges, 
shoot every stranger who appears without permission on their land, and rob 
trade caravans. 


We studied a map at the 25th Afghan Infantry Division staff in Khowst. The 
nearest villages on the Pakistani side are Parachinar and Sadda, with Miram 
Shah a bit farther south. Each name says a great deal. A meeting was recently 
held in Parachinar where cmigre leaders unsuccessfully tried to negotiate 
combining their efforts. U.S. presidential assistant Zbigniew Brzezinski 

visited Sadda during the same period. He visited a so-called Afghan "refugee" 
camp. They were disarmed every time they were to be visited by such an important 
guest. Col Lawrence directed the Bacha-i-Saqao rebellion in the late 1920's 
from Miram Shah. According to his contemporaries, he hid behind the name 
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Pir Karam Shah and received emissaries and agents in turbines and robes and 
wearing false mustaches and beards, The term "Pir" denotes "sacred." Thus 
the necessity for the masquerade, 


Apparently it ie not accidental that sets of beards and mustaches were dis- 
covered, along with weapons, ammunition, radios, and money, among the equip- 
ment carried by groups of saboteurs captured by the Afghan government in 
February of this year during sabotage attempts in Kabul, 


Zbigniew Brzezinski demonstrated a similar masquerade as he clambered up to 

a forward Pakistani post with an automatic weapon in his hand and a dagger 

at his belt. He was presented the dagger at a dinner given by counterrevolu- 
tionary group leaders. The U.S. presidential assistant threatened Afghanistan 
with the automatic weapon and, in the name of Allah called for a "jihad," a 
holy war against the people's power. Certainly, the words "Allah-ul-Aknbar" 
(Allah is great) resounded sufficiently effectively in the catholic's ears. 

it is no accident that the WASHINGTON POST called this entire farce "A scene 
from a grade-B movie," 


it is curious to note that contemporary Lawrences are attempting to retain 
superiority even in minor matters. During Lawrence's time, his chief religious 
agent in Kabul was Shor Bazar (his full name was Aga-i-Gul-Khazret-i-Shor- 

Bazar. Now the Americans are stepping up support to his descendant Mullah 
Sabatullah Mojadedi, former head of the Moslem colony in Copenhagen and presently 
leader of a large subversive band. At the same time, the CIA relies mainly 

on Zia Nezri Khan, in Afghan with an American passport, son of a large land 
owner, former provincial governor, and Ghulbiddin Ekmatiar, leader of the Hizbe 
Islami, with whom Amin negotiated, tempting him with the post of deputy premier. 


"We are on the front lines," division commander Akhmad Ali told us, pointing 

out the blueish chain of hills where the border lies. "And we must fight with 
weapons and with words. We must overcome the direct, almost anarchic resistance 
normal for several tribes that is being inflamed by provocateurs of all types, 
sneaking over from that side with money, weapons, and false promises." 


On the porch of a home they prepared for us an exhibit of captured weapons 
of American, Chinese, and Pakistani manufacture. 


Inhabitants of the Khowst Valley, and the majority of the tribes living in 

the mountains as well, strive as rapidly as possible to establish a peaceful, 
normal life. They are planting wheat and rice, pasturing cattle, planting 
fruit tree seedlings, and chopping up for fire wood tree trunks that have lived 
through the centuries. Paktia is a main source of fuel. Sahib Momad, mayor 

of Khowst, talks about this. The province's inhabitants are more and more 
convinced each passing day that only the people's power can defend their labor 
and blood, not relying on tribal traditions and religious customs, 


We were pleased to hear about the arrival of two more tribal representatives 
in Gardez. Adji Yusuf and Hadji Gol visited provincial governor Khamid Momaes 
at the behest of the councils of elders. They had been empowered to report 
that their tribes had sworn on the Koran to cooperate with the government. 











"Spring is coming. Such guests visit us more and more often," said NDPA 
provincial committee secretary Dastigar, "This could't have happened when Fakir, 
Amin's governor who ran the province with ancient despotism, was in Gardez, 
To reward this zeal, Amin appointed him minister of internal affairs, Our 
job is to correct the situation, to convince the population that the perver- 
sions of the recent past have nothing in common with the goals of the revolu- 
tion. Yesterday we held a meeting between the aktiv and representatives of 
the clergy, businessmen, and the tribes, More than 500 people attended, All 
unanimously agreed to cooperate with the people's power and expressed sincere 
gratitude to the Soviet people for timely assistance which prevented a bloody 
and fratricidal war. Enemies tried to provoke it right here in Paktia." 


Having returned to Kabul from the eastern provin:es where, according to American 
propaganda “people's power does not exist," I again melded into the normal 
working rhythm of the capital. The situation was completely stabilized. Work 
to build new homes began again, brisk trade was conducted late into the even- 
ing, and goods came in from other provinces. These are true signs of normaliza- 
tion. Winter was unusually cold and snowy, and snow is the first sign of an 
abundant harvest. Therefore, the government directed all its efforts to assist 
farmers in planting all the land, including that on the empty farms abandoned 

by owners who had fled. It was necessary to continue the land reform, having 
rescued it from the grotesque distortions permitted during Amin's time. 

At times it is simply amazing how much harm an adventurist, who forced his 

way in to control the country and to usurp power, could do in a short time. 


Ties between Amin and his cliques with the CIA and with Chinese special services 
have been greatly clarified and the facts have been brought to light on theft 
of natural riches, on the flagrant crimes of the dictator's closest circles, 

on the bloody crimes, including the evil murder of Nur Mohammad Taraki. My 
colleagues and I met people released from torture chambers. Talking with 
popular singer Masur Jamal, who sat 35+ years in Puli-Charakhi Prison, with 
85-year old peasant Shakmarzan Kul from the village of Ayvak, arrested with 

his 4 sons and 30 women and children, with former young officers who became 

old men during their time in confinement and torture made a profound impression 
on me. The imperialists had prepared a similar fate for the entire nation 

at the hands of Amin, having examples to follow in the evil figures of 
Pinochet, Pol Pot, and Somoza. 


This is far from a complete list of the crimes of the clique that seized power 
for a time. This remains to be accomplished. But, life goes on.... 


Part 4 


Everything in Afghanistan begins with the road. Only development of economic 
ties among provinces and populated points, only contacts among peoples, 
nationalities, and tribes in this multinational country can lead it out of 
centuries of isolation onto the path of progress. Therefore, in the 1960's 
construction of modern highways became one of the vital trends in Soviet- 
Afghan cooperation. I was a witness to the construction and acceptance of 
one of them. One links Kabul with the border Amu-Dar'ya, having penetrated

the stone barrier of the Hindu Kush, a second Links Kushka with Herat and 
Kandahar, Soviet specialists have aided in construction of 2,500 kilometers 
of road, Several years ago a joint Soviet-Afghan transportation and dispatch 
soclety called Afsotr was se. up to operate the road network, 


Engineer Semen Garin introduced me to Ali Akhmad, president of Afsotr. He 
related how rapidly the firm had won the trust of Afghan and foreign clients, 
ensuring rapid and reliable delivery of all kinds of goods via the complex 
Afghan roads, Transit is most important. Eight-five percent of Afghan cargo 
goes through Soviet territory, It is transported by Afsotr, which has more 
than 100 modern vehicles in its inventory. 


The president underscored that this is not a normal joint society, since the 
Soviet side does not remove its share of the income. It goes for further deve- 
lopment of the firm and improvement in the financial position of drivers, 
mechanics, and repair workers, 


| immediately recalled other examples. Since 1946 the American firm Morrison- 
Nadsen had been doing irrigation work in the Helmand River Valley. The news- 
paper ANIS with exasperation wrote that in 1963 the Americans spent more by 

a factor of 5 on construction of villas for its specialists than to finance the 
main installations. As a result, for 12 years agricultural production dropped 
in the Helmand River Valley. You can add to this that construction of the 
irrigation system is yet to be finished. This is one of many examples of so- 
called American "aid." The West German firms of Siemens, Vorwerk, Wulfing, 

and others also tried, providing credits, to retain control of blocks of stock 
and negotiated the right to control the enterprises built. 


Overall, imperialist aid pursued its own goals: The Americans conducted 
reconnaissance, especially on the Soviet Union's border. Discovered in this 
way was "specialist on agriculture” Summerhower, who was involved in topogra- 
phical surveying and tracing roads, bridges, and crossings near the Soviet- 
Afghan border. Famous writer Cyrus Sulzberger in his book "Americe and the 
Third World" exclaimed: "Perhaps we can still make it possible for the 
Afghans to avoid too close contacts with the Soviets." The magazine CURRENT 
HISTORY was more forthright: "One reason for America's interest in Afghanistan 
is the possible significance of this country in the future as a bridgehead 

for an attack on Russia." 


During the Cold War and the forging of military blocs, the U.S.A. often tried 
to pull Afghanistan into the course of its policy and create such a bridge- 
head. In 1955 after Afghanistan decisively rejected a proposal for construc- 
tion of American military bases on its territory, the U.S.A forced Pakistan 
to close the border for cransit of Afghan goods and began to inflate Afghan- 
Pakistan disagreements to lead these countries to a military clash. 


The Soviet Union again came to the aid of her southern neighbor, opening duty- 
free transit of goods through her territory. 
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In actuality, the ald varies, Being in Kabul, | asked the embassy to sum up 
Soviet-Afghan cooperation, This was the report provided me by the economic 
advisor's office, 


Overall, with assistance from the Soviet Union, 147 enterprises and other 
installations are being created in the country, of which more than 70 are opera- 
tional and provide 60 percent of the products in the state sector, 


More than 70,000 qualified workers have been trained on joint construction 
sites and national cadres of specialists are being trained in two technikums 
and the Kabul Polytechnical Institute--a gift to the Afghan people from the 
Soviet Union. It should be remembered that Leonid Il'ich Brezhnev laid the 
institute's cornerstone in 1963, 


Al! installations built belong to the Afghan people, but Soviet teachers teach 
at the institute and technikums, Therefore, it is fully understandable that, 
calling upon the Soviet Union for help against the threat of external aggression, 
the Afghan people also were thinking about the defense ot this property as well. 


Figures show an amount and scales, but do not reveal the crux, One must see 
the Nagla GES--the citadel of Afghan power, the first industrial power complex 
created in the northern part of the country--from the gas fields of Shibarghan 
to Mazar-i-Sharif, one must visit the gardens outside of Jalalabad in order 

to understand the scales of Soviet assistance to a neighboring country and 

its significance for Afghanistan's development. 


Such cooperation, which has continued over the decades, was and remains an 
example of implementation of the Leninist principle of peaceful coexistence 
of states with different socioeconomic systems. 


It developed during the years of the monarchy and of the first Daud republic 
after the 1973 palace revolution. It is completely logicai that the April 
revolution opened up new possibilities and perspectives for establishment of 
truly fraternal relations between neighboring states, fortified by the Treaty 
of Friendship, Neighborly Relations, and Cooperation signed in Moscow on 

5 December 1978. 


Also dashed were the attempts by the imperialists and their Beijing allies 

to reverse the course of history and again throw Afghanistan to the brink of 
feudalism. Soviet military contingents came to the defense of the territorial 
integrity and sovereignty of a friendiy country. They will leave Afghanistan 
as soon as all forms of interference in her internal affairs cease. 


...In the summer mirages often appear in the distance as you travel the Afghan 
roads across the desert. Blue rivers suddenly overflow to the horizon and 
tall trees are reflected in this mirror. But, as you draw near, the picture 
changes radically. Everything is deserted all around you, only dust devils 
pop up here and there. When you drive the streets of Kabul in late evening, 
it also seems that you are surrounded by skyscrapers at least 100 stories 
high. Mirages in the desert disappear without a trace, but illusory sky- 
scrapers in the light of day are converted into plain, lov small houses. 
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The obstinately clamber up the slopes of the mountains which cluster around 
the city, not due to desire but due to necessity striving for the heights: 
The higher you go, the cheaper the sections of rocky soil, The lights in the 
windows of these homes also create the illusion of skyscrapeis, 


Many mirages also have appeared in the recent decades of this country's history. 
The worst mirage--the ultrarevolutionary demagoguery of Amin, who painstakingly 
disguised bloody tyranny and treason for a certain period of time, 


The bloody mirage disappeared in late December 1979 and has disappeared for- 
ever, The Afghan revolution adopted te correct course towards democracy, 
social justice, and progress.

"KOMUNISTI Interview: Yes, The Law Must Be Made Tougher!"] 


[Text] As time goes by, the public's involvement in the 
uncompromising struggle aga‘nst the antipodes of our life 
and criminals of all stripes is becoming more active, 
aggressive, and massive in character. The public is 
demanding more and more insistently that stiffer criminal 
liability and legal punishment be imposed on persons who 
infringe on tne constitutional rights, private property, 
and sometimes even the life of citizens. This is attested 
by the many letters sent to the editors by the working 


people. 


In accordance with readers' requests, the editors have 
asked GSSR MVD G. Gvetadze to comment on how timely and 
ripe it is to pose this question and what social impor- 
tance will ensue from an affirmative decision in this 
regard with respect to strengthening law and order and 
socialist legality in our republic. 


Here is the minister's answer. 


The operational-prophylactic measures implemented in recent years by MVD 
organs, with the help of the broad masses of the working people, have 
resulted in a substantial strengthening of social order in the republic; 
there has been a decline in such crimes as murder, grave bodily assault, 
rape, hooliganism, and so on. 


Nevertheless, so-called property crimes are still widespread--the theft of 
citizens' private property, robbery, and so on. This kind of crime occurs 
chiefly in the republic's industrial centers and resort areas, and the 
working people are justifiably angered. 











The MVD has feceived many letters in which the working people suggest 
toughening up the law which defines liability in cases of property crimes. 


The same kind of denand was made by the workers and employees of the 
Rustavi Metallurgy plant at an on-site meeting of the MVD Public Opinion 
institute held in the plant. The workers of Thilisi's Electric Railear 
Repair Plant expressed their justified anger toward thieves and insistently 
faised the issue of stepping up efforts against such crimes and stiffening 
the punishment. We ourselves witnessed this graphically in the recent 
interesting and uplifting television broadcast. 


We think that an affirmative decision on this matter will create better 
conditions and make mor: effective the struggle against thievery, robbery, 
and banditry. 


We have been convinced of this by the measures that have been carried out 
to stiffen criminal Liability in cases of auto theft and the deliberate 
burning of state and social property. 


Theft is committed chiefly by persons who are not engaged in socially 
useful labor. This circumstance must be taken account of in the law, as 
constituting an aggravating factor in defining punishment. 


It must be noted, at the same time, that along with toughening the law it 
is essential to make more effective efforts to root out the causes and 
conditions which foster the spread of such crimes. 


In particular, it is essential to step up social pressure on persons who 
refuse to work, who violate constitutional requirements. It is essential 
to aggressively attack private-ownership tendencies, drunkenness, and 


narcotics abuse, especially among young people. 


It i8 crucially important to further improve the investigative and 
prophylactic work of organs of the MVD and unconditionally obey the 
Leninist principle of the inevitability of punishment for crimes committed. 
The MVD is now taking positive steps along these lines.

GEORGIAN JUSTICE MINISTER ON NEW TOUGHER THEFT LAW

| Interview with Georgian SSR Justice Minister A. Shushanashvili: 
"Uncompromising Battle Against Thieves and Robbers!") 


[Excerpts] Today the press has published the GSSR 
Supreme Soviet Presidium's Ukase imposing greater 
criminal liability for crimes against socialist 
property and citizens’ private property. Gruzinform's 
correspondent has asked GSSR Justice Minister 

A. Shushanashvili to explain the ukase and answer a 
few questions. 


|\Question) What prompted the passage of the new ukase? 


|Anewer) The preamble states that the ukase was passed in consideration of 
the suggestions and desires of citizens, labor collectives, and social 
organizations. The directive organs have been getting many letters and 
requests to toughen legislation against thieves and robbers. Society's 
parasites have never distinguished themselves by their morality or honesty, 
but recently they have lost all restraint. Some people have made thievery 
& trade or profession and, if you can believe it, are proud of it. How 
they are judged by sound public opinion was well-demonstrated in the 

recent television broadcast. What was presented in that broadcast was just 
& Small sample of what is going on: investigative and court practice is 
full of heinous and filthy crimes committed by thieves. They will betray 
their friends, kill their own parents, and engage in all kinds of blackmail 
and provocation. Let no one think that today's thief is a kind of modern 
Robin Hood. Most of the direct victims of theft and robbery are women, 
children, and old people. Burglaries and bandit assaults on families are 
on the cise. And the thieves bring under their influence young people and 
minors still in the process of character development. 


These are the factors which prompted the new ukase. The ukase was not 
enacted in the heat of passion. It was worked out over some period of 
time by the appropriate organs and specialists, who worked it out over some 











period of time, surveyed public opinion, studied the application of 
existing laws and the legislation of other countries, and examined various 
considerations and proposals. We think that the ukase embodies the optimal 
proposals. 


(Question) What innovations does the ukase contribute to legislation? 


|\Anewer|) First, let us consider present laws concerning the theft of 
Citizens’ private property. Article 150 of the GSSR Criminal Code, which 
defines the elements of this crime and its punishment, consists of three 
parts. Part 1 defines the concept of theft, that is, it presents the basic 
elements of the crime and imposes punishment of up to two years of incarcer- 
ation or one year of corrective labor. Part 2 presents the elements of 
qualified theft and deems the qualifying circumstances to be: substantial 
damage to the victim, commission of the theft by a group of persons who have 
preplanned the act, repetition, or the use of technical means. For this 
kind of theft, punishment is set at up to five years of incarceration. 

Part 3 singles out as 4 separate element any theft committed by an espe- 
Cially dangerous recidivist and imposes a punishment of four to ten years 

of incarceration. 





The new ukase introduces a change and addendum to Parts 2 and 3 of that 
article. Added to Part 2 as a qualifying circumstance is the commission of 
a theft by a person who avoids socially useful labor; in the case of Part 3, 
theft involving entry into a home. These qualifying features are also added 
to Parts 2 and 3 of Article 151 of the Criminal Code, which deal with 
qualifying forms of the stealing of citizens’ personal property. Part 2 

of Article 152 of the Criminal Code, which defines qualified forms of 
robbery of citizens’ personal property, has added to it any robbery com- 
mitted in the home. As for the theft and robbery of socialist property, 

the new decree defines as a qualifying circumstance the commission of this 
crime by a person who avoids socially useful labor. Moreover, minimum 
punishments have been set for the qualified theft and robbery of both 
socialist property and citizens’ personal property. Qualified theft of 
personal property, for example, used to be punished by up to five years of 
incarceration; under the new ukase, punishment for this crime is set at 

one to five years. Minimum punishments are also set in cases of personal 
property robbery and socialist property theft and robbery. And, finally, 
one innovation: articles of the criminal code which define liability for 
theft have added to them a note which lists crimes the commission of which 
is considered a repetition, that is, a qualifying circumstance. Under the 
new ukase, these notes have two elements added to the crime: the theft of 
firearms, ammunition, or explosives (Article 240 of the Criminal, Code), and 
the theft of narcotics, drugs, and toxic substances (Article 252 ). This 
means that if someone steals explosives and then commits theft, robbery, or 
fraud, he is liable under the qualifying elements of the crime. I will cite 
a few more examples to illustrate these innovations. A person who avoids 
socially useful labor and robs a citizen--taking money out of his pocket-- 
could have been punished under the present law with a maximum of two years 
of incarceration. Under the new ukase, the maximum punishment is set at up 
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to five years incarceration, More than two years would not be appropriate 
for 4 person who entered someone elee's home and stole a vase, for example, 
as long as the act did not include an aggravating circumstance as defined 
by laweethat is, it was not a repeat crime, it did not significantly harm 
the victim, and so on. Under the new ukase, on the other hand, such a 
person may face four to ten years of incarceration. 


(Question) Could you explain more specifically the new qualifying circum 
Stances Stipulated in the ukase? 


|[Answer| The ukase classifies as one of the new qualifying circumstances 

of the theft or robbery of socialist property or citizens’ personal property 
the commission of such crimes by persons who avoid socially useful labor. 
Practice has shown that almost half of all such crimes are committed by 
persons who shun honest labor and lead a parasitic way of life. Active 
parasitism and a cynical, scornful attitude toward the working man constitute 
4 component of the theft. The thief is not stealing because he is out of 
work and having a hard time-<-he is not working because he is a thief. 
Clearly, we cannot tolerate this kind of morality, because socially useful 
labor is the foundation of our system. The new USSR Constitution states 
directly that the avoidance of socially useful labor is incompatible with 
the principles of socialist society. 


Another new qualifying circumstance which the ukase adds to the elements 
constituting the theft, burglary, and robbery of personal property is the 
commission of such crimes via entry into the home. The constitution 
stipulates that no one has the right without legal authorization to enter 

a home against the will of those who live there. The basis and procedures 
by which the authorities can enter a citizen's home are strictly defined 

by law, and violation of these procedures by any official is a punishable 
crime. A thief, on the other hand, will enter a home without any justifi- 
cation or authorization and steal openly or secretly. Clearly, this is a 
more dangerous and reprehensible act than picking someone's pocket, for 
example. Theft in the home grossly violates not only the right of personal 
property but also the inviolability of the home, a constitutional norm. In 
addition, a thief who enters one's home is actually a bandit, a potential 
murderer, who on encountering resistance may resort to weapons and violence. 
It is worth noting, moreover, that two-thirds of all thefts, burglaries, 
and robberies of personal property are committed in homes. 


(Question) What results should the new ukase bring? 


Answer) We greatly hope that the new ukase will be chiefly of a prophy- 
lactic, warning nature, that we will in general not have to apply it in 
practice. Of course, it is not enough just to hope. We have to broadly 
propagandize the new law and explain its essence and purpose. We are also 
well aware that a tough law and agitation alone will not wipe out crime. 

We must, therefore, make more specific and skillful efforts to wipe out the 
causes and conditions which foster such crimes. Everyone must be convinced 
that the fight against thievery and robbery is in the best interests of all 
honest workers, that it is everybody's business. 














(Question) A number of people believe that some countries have wiped out 
thievery by branding thieves or cutting their hands off. Is this true, and 
is it likely that we would introduce such punishment? 


{[Answer} Such bodily punishments have, in fact, been imposed in history. 
In feudal Georgia during the time of George the Brilliant, for example, 
incorrigible thieves and highway robbers had their eyes gouged out. These 
days, however, no state's laws call for dismemberment or bodily punishment, 
and it is embarrassing even to think of such punishments in civilized 


society. 


[Question] What punishments are imposed for such crimes in the fraternal 
republics and in foreign countries? 


{[Anewer] These crimes ave a long history in Soviet legislation. The 
concepts, elements, qualifying circumstances, a.d punishments have been 
changed many times. In the period soon after the October Revolution, 
robbers and bandits were punished by death. The Soviet criminal code 
recognized such qualifying circumstances of thievery and robbery as the 
commission of these crimes at night, by breaking into buildings, during 
natural disasters, and 80 on. 


At the present time, legislation in force in the union republics is not 
uniform with regard to the elements of such crimes and the punishments 
imposed. In some republics, for example, the use of technical means does 
not constitute an aggravating circumstance. In the RSFSR and in 
Tadzhikistan, the robbery of personal property under aggravating circum- 
stances is punished by up to seven years of incarceration; in other 
republics, it is up to six years. In Armenia, punishment for the qualified 
theft of state property is set at two to six years of incarceration; in 
Belorussia it is three to six years; in a number of republics, no minimum 
punishment is set, and so on. The variety is even greater in the laws of 
the democratic countries: qualified theft of personal property in Bulgaria 
is punished by two to eight years incarceration; in Poland it is one to ten 
years; in the GDR, two to ten years, and so on. The criminal laws of the 
democratic countries classify as a qualifying circumstance of theft one 
which is committed by breaking into enclosed places, aiso those committed 
during natural disasters, extremely blatant ones, and so on. 


As for legislation in the bourgeois countries, the elements of property 
Crimes, and the punishments imposed, also vary widely. The laws of these 
countries do not distinguish between the theft of state and personal 
property. In most countries, moreover, robbe-y and banditry are considered 
and treated as varieties of theft: theft committed under aggravating cir- 
cumstances in France is punishable by death, in the FRG by up to 15 years 
incarceration, in Britain by life imprisonment, and 60 on. 


[Question] When does the new ukase go into effect? 


[Answer) Since the ukase itself says nothing about the date it goes into 
effect, according to the usual procedures it will go into effect ten days 
after publication.

(Text) Today a republic-wide meeting of outstanding 
members of the militia's patrol and watch service is to 
be held in Tbilisi. 


As is well known, in recent years the GCP CC and the republic government 
have done a great deal to improve the effectiveness and efficiency of the 
administrative organs, in particular the militia, to enhance their combat- 
readiness. Considerable effort is being made to step up the struggle 
against antisocial phenomena--corruption, money-grubbing, hooliganism, 
disorderliness, and thievery. 


There is not a single problem facing the MVD that has not been the object 
of the GCP CC's discussion, concern, and help. And it is certainly true 
that workers of the militia, for their part, have responded to this concern 
with dedicated labor and valor. 


In the significant successes achieved by the republic's working people in 
economic and cultural development, the fight against crime, strengthened 
law and order and a better moral-psychological climate, our brave militia- 
men have made a modest contribution. At the same time, however, we must 
admit that our MVD organs are still in debt to our working people. 


It is in just these circumstances that we were given a priceless document 
and program of action against antisocial phenomena--the August 1979 CPSU CC 
decree “Improving the Work of Law Enforcement and Strengthening the Struggle 
Against Crime.” 


Implementation of the requirements of th‘- © *al document has been the 
focus of attention of the GCP CC, on whox -iative a republic aktiv 
meeting was held in January of this year to draw up a complex of organiza- 
tional and practical measures, which is now being systematically carried 


out. 








Prominent among these measures are questions relating to the .trengtheni'g 
ef social order in the cities and population centers. Actively involved 

in this ere both administrative and party soviet organs on the one hand, and 
Social oryanizations on the other. 


Establishing law and order everywhere and in everything, fighting crime, 
and tracking down crimes that have taken place--all these depend to a 
large extent on further perfecting the militia's patrol and watch service 
and enhancing its combative-readiness, on strengthening contacts with the 
population and concerted action in collaboration with the people's patrols 
(druzhinniki). 


Now, improvement of the patrol and watch service is number one on the 
agenda, and this is no accident. The service has a very responsible task-- 
that of dealing with violations of the law and protecting law and order in 
the streets and public places. 


The patrol and watch service is the most massive and mobile organization in 
the militia; its job is to protect human life and health against unlawful 
infringement. Revitalization of the service resulted in a 29.8 percent 
decrease in street crime last year; this helped to clean up and stabilize 
the operational situation in the republic. Moreover, murders declined by 
28 percent, malicious hooliganism declined by 28.3 percent, and deliberate 
bodily harm declined by 23 percent. The crime rate declined in all cities 
where there is a patrol and watch service. An exception is Rustavi, where 
street crimes increased significantly. 


Excellent indicators were achieved by the patrol and watch services of 
Batumi, Sukhumi, Kutaisi, and some other cities. 


At first glance, the situation does not seem so bad. We are disturbed, 
however, by the fact that crimes in the street and public places still 
constitute a high proportion of the crime rate. Occasionally even in 
places where the militia provides the service or is available, socially 
dangerous crimes still take place that arouse the public's justifiable 
concern. On 18 October of last year in Tbilisi, for example, a number of 
unidentified persons attacked M. Kazarian of the consumer services system 
in broad daylight on Baratashvili Street as he was hauling material goods 
in a Special truck. The robbers wounded Kazarian badly (he died later) and 
hijacked the goods. As a result of operational efforts, these evildoers-- 
parasite Martirosov and Gruzsoyuzspetsavtomatika worker Babayan were 
arrested. Of course they got the punishment they deserved, but that's not 
the point. The point is that these scoundrels were able to commit their 
crime in public and in broad daylight. 


in order to ensure exemplary order in the streets and public places at all 
times of the day or night and protect citizens’ private property and peace 
of mind, officials of the republic's MVD carried out a number of measures 
to set up special subunits in the cities and large rayon centers which, 














along with other militia forces--the State Motor Vehicle Inspectorate and 
what is known as the “night militia"--provide patrol and watch service. 


Further activities of the patrol and watch service in the republic are 
Supervised by the GSSR MVD's newly-created Social Order Enforcement 
Administration, From now on, cadre instruction, professional skills, and 
physical training will be more effective; political indoctrination work, 
control, and standards will be \mproved. 


This year the republic's authorities passed an appropriate decree strength- 
ening the material-technical base of the republic MVD's patrol and watch 
service and improving prophylactic work. The militia subunits will be 
provided with automotive transport and all necessary means of communication. 
New administrative buildings will be allocated or built. 


In 1980 through 1985, the staff of the patrol and watch service will be 
given better living conditions and amenities; they will be given well- 
appointed apartments and dormitory housing, which will enable us to provide 
officers and men with normal conditions for work and cultural leisure. 


Hundreds of leading persons are employed in the subunits of the patrol and 
watch service. Among them we cannot fail to mention outstanding militiaman 
I. OSiashvili of the patrol and watch service subunit of Tbilisi's MVD 
Administration. He always does dedicated work in his pursuit of criminals, 
and is very successful. Last year and this he personally arrested a number 
of criminals and brought them to justice. Displaying exceptional valor, 
efficiency, and intelligence, Kobuletskiy Rayon Department Militiaman 

A. Meskhidze managed to catch three auto thieves--S. Davitadze, 

Z. Verulashvili, and M. Kazarian--just one half hour after the crime was 
committed. High praise also goes to outstanding Tskaltubskiy Rayon 
Department Militiamen T. Gedenidze, Sh. Kobuladze, E. Kheladze, and 

E. Zviadadze, who have caught more than one speculator, hooligan, and 
criminal and brought them to justice. 


Militiamen of the Tbilisi Garrison have set examples of bravery and 
dedication. Recently, militiamen 0. Dzhodzhishvili, Garibashvili, and 

T. Tsitsilashvili observed a vehicle being driven at a high rate of speed 
toward Lisa Lake. Suspicious of this high rate of speed, these brave men 
blocked the road and stopped the vehicle. In checking it out, firearms and 
cartridges were found in the car's trunk. This same E. Dzhodzhishvili and 
another militiaman, G. Sheshelidze, observed a vehicle with five men and one 
woman riding in it on Kandelaki Street. First of all, that number of 
passengers in one vehicle made them suspicious. The militiamen decided to 
check out the vehicle and its passengers. As the law enforcement officers 
approached, the vehicle speeded away. The militiamen were not flustered; 
they took up pursuit and stopped the vehicle outside the city. The woman 
in the car had been raped. The culprits managed to escape and hide in the 
woods. Again, the intelligence of these brave militiamen came into play-- 
Dzhodzhishvili called for help on his radio, the woods were surrounded, and 
the evildoers were caught. 











Who can count how many citizens have been protected by the men of the 
patrol and watch service against hooligans, robbers, drunks, and other 
antipodes, how many lost, wandering children have been found in the streets 
and returned to their parents? Such a difficult but noble mission can be 
accomplished only by people who place the interests of their homeland and 
theic people above their own and serve the people unselfishly and in 
exemplary fashion. 


We can State confidencly that today the absolute majority of the militia 
personnel are filled with the spirit of patriotism and a sense of high 
responsibility for their job. 





In 26 Commisars Rayon, patrol and watch service subunit militiamen 

2. Kemoklidze and N. Zurashvili stopped a Zhiguli being driven by a drunk. 
Fearing that his driver's license would be taken away from him, without 
batting an eye he took a 50-ruble bill out of his pocket and offered it to 
the officers of the law, but they coolly refused it. Then the driver's 
drunken companion, one K. Khurtsia, pulled out a revolver and said to 
Kemoklidze: "You don't want money? Then how about a bullet?" Kemoklidze 
mollified the man, and when the latter thought he was safe the militiaman 
drew his own weapon and.... To jail with them. 


This year, Tbilisi patrol unit militiaman Kiladze, on assignment in Rustavi, 
along with that city's road inspector Gviniashvili, arrested one 
Chalatashvili, whose vehicle was found to contain a Parabellum automatic 
pistol and 10,000 rubles. 


There are many such examples of dedication and bravery. This is a good 
thing, because it is the experience of these brave, dedicated, strong- 
willed individuals that we must impart to our young people; we must train 
others on the basis of their examples. 


Outstanding militiamen are distinguished by their cultural behavior, their 
courtesy, and their dedication; they always walk their beat proudly, and 
the people see them as worthy representatives of the Soviet state. 


They are our cadres, they are the people of whom Comrade E. A. Shevardnadze 
said at the 17th GCP CC Plenum: "People, cadres represent our party's and 
our state's greatest and most precious capital, our gold reserve; and people, 
cadres are our main concern." 


This statement must be the daily guideline of our administrative organs, 
So that justice does not lack for light nor action lack for wisdom, intelli- 
gence, and bravery. 


While speaking of our outstanding militiamen, we must also keep in mind that 
we also still encounter occasional persons who treat citizens rudely, who do 
their job in an irresponsible manner, and who commit crimes; this undoubtedly 
casts a shadow on our prestige and performance. 











We are doing everything we can to weed such people out of our ranks. 


We are also well aware that the citizens are justifiably angered when a 
militiaman is on duty yet fails to react in the sligitest as speculation, 
hooliganism, gross traffic violations, and similar infractions take place 
before his very eyes. 


It must be stated that the struggle against street crime is still inadequate 
in a number of the republic's cities and rayons. What else can we conclude 
from the fact that in 1979 street crimes accounted for 80 percent of all 
Crime in Kaspi, 75 percent in Gardabani, and 55 percent in Zugdidi. The 
Situation is no better in Telavi, Tskhakaya, Lanchkhuti, Khashuri, and other 
rayons. 





More vigilance is called for on the part of Tbhilisi's patrol and watch 
service, whose shortcomings were the subject of justified criticism at a 
recent meeting of the Tbilisi Gorkom Buro. We cannot tolerate the arrogant 
behavior of some hooligans and drunks in public places. In such cases, 
unfortunately, some wrongdoers go unpunished, and the militiamen are 
compelled to do extra work to find and arrest the wrongdoers. 


On 23 April of this year, a number of young persons were acting rowdy at 
the corner Umikashvili and Larsi Streets, and soon their behavior turned 
into malicious hooliganism. Knives were drawn, and Sh. Khundadze, tempo- 
rarily unemployed, wounded M. Berishvili and Chaladze. Berishvili is 
euployed at Lokomotiv Stadium, Chaladze is temporarily unemployed. The 
malicious hooliganism could have been stopped in time if the militiamen on 
patrol had kept the region under surveillance. Then the hooligans couldn't 
have escaped from the scene of the crime. 


In speaking of the militiaman's moral aspect, we mean that a member of the 
militia must be not only an active fighter for pure, communist ideals and a 
man of clear thinking, strong will and high culture, bravery, and a love of 
humanity; at the same time his performance on the job must reflect socialist 
legality and normative behavior. 


He must be efficient, considerate, and demanding in order to teach citizens 
respect for Soviet legality and ensure compliance with the norms of the 
socialist community. 


In order for the militia to successfully carry out the party's and the 
people's trust, prevent crime, and establish exemplary order, the people's 
help and support is essential, especially in eliminating factors which give 
rise to violations of the law. 


All of these urgent problems and the sharing of advanced experience are the 
subject of the republic-wide meeting of outstanding members of the militia's 
patrol and watch service, to be held today in Tbilisi. 


On behalf of perticipants in this meeting and all the workers of the 
militia we can assure the working people of Soviet Georgia that we will 
Spare no effort in establishing exemplary law and order in the republic.

(Text) Current problems in the struggle against crime 
were the subject of the article "Prevention is the Main 
Direction," published in our special section "The Law, 
Order, and Us."

{Text} One issue of the American journal ANNALS OF PSYCHOLOGY has pub- 
lished an article by Academician A. D. Zurabashvili, an outstanding Soviet 
scientist and member of the USSR Academy of Medical Sciences and the GSSR 
Academy of Sciences. He has been working more than half a century in the 
field of psychiatry, and for the past 20 years has spent much of his time 
on problems of personological psychiatry--chiefly problems of morality and 
ethics in psychopathology and clinical schizophrenia.

"This century,” writes the author, "is a time not only of the triumph of 
science and technology but also of psychological thinking.” 


Man's subjective world, his psychological and social-psychological 
analysis, have never before been the object of such thorough and intensive, 
creative research. Man's individuality, the guidance of his feelings and 
actions, also the evaluation of his meaning and purpose, are being 
increasingly viewed in accordance with human principles of morality. 


The stressful situations and social-psychological cataclysms of the 20th 
century make it essential to understand man's nature, with the chief focus 
on the category of “moral man." The author notes that human activity must 
be defined not only by knowledge but, above all, by the level of moral 
orientation. This has given rise to a new branch of the social sciences: 
the study of * "€ Llovekovedeniye]. Since the term "moral man" is 
higher than t . |. “gational man," man's activities must not be defined 
by knowledge alion +r even by material-economic conditions. 


The psychology of the individual, in the Soviet scientist's opinion, is 
interesting in conjunction with the study of man's whole subjective world. 
Humanness, which is the supreme manifestation of humanism, constitutes and 
must constitute the fundamental specification of man's wholeness. The 
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principles of humanness are coming to be of increasing importance in light 
of active, vigorous debates concerning human rights. 


Appended to the article is a photograph of the author, Also presented is a 
long bibliographic list of A. D. Zurabashvili's works in the field that have 
been published in Britain and France. 


Research ecudies by this Soviet psychopathologist, clinical psychiatrist, 

and neuromorphologist have caught the attention of many American specialists. 
The editors of the journal have received many letters attesting to great 
interest in the Soviet scientist's works.

Our thoughts anticipate the jubilee evening. How much good our fore- 
fathers sowed, how bountiful the yield of the ground they prepared, but 
what fruit would the society have brought forth if it had not been for the 
light of Soviet rule? 


Since the republic's first institution of higher learning, the university, 
was founded in 1918, various sector institutes have been added to it and 
today there are almost 20 of them. 


We are all proud of the higher levels of education in today's Georgia, but 
who could have dreamed then that we would have 4,000 public schools? We 
have one million children in the public schools, something people then 
would have thought impossible, but today it's a fact. 


Our Academy of Sciences and about 200 scientific institutions are the 

fruit of Soviet rule. One major center of Georgian culture is the 

Shota Rustaveli Institute of Georgian Literary History. Just before the 
jubilee evening celebrating the 100th anniversary of the Georgian Literacy 
Society, KOMUNISTI's correspondent talked to the director of the institute, 
the well-known Georgian scholar Academician Aleksandr Baramidze.

UZBEK ACADEMICIAN STRESSES IMPORTANCE OF VERNACULAR LANGUAGES

| Text) Under the conditions which prevail in the multi-national Soviet 
state, the Russian language has quite properly become the second vernacular 
language of the non-Russian peoples of the USSR. The foreign enemies of the 
country of the Soviets, having selected this historical reality as the 
object of their attacks, are doing everything possible to sow doubt with 
regard to the socio-political importance of the Russian language and the 
legality of its extensive spread among the peoples of the USSR. 


Here it should be noted first of all that the linguistic policies of the 
Communist Party and Soviet State are an organic part of the Leninist 
national policies. And notwithstanding the efforts of our ideological 
adversaries, the principles underlying these policies, as set forth in the 
directives of the CPSU, have withstood the test of time. The theory and 
practice involved in solving national preblems in our country, including 
linguistic development, are recognized by all progressive mankind. 


An all-union scientific-technical conference on the subject "The Russian 
Language -- A Language of Friendship and Collaboration Among the Peoples of 
the USSR" was held in Tashkent during the period 22-24 May 1979. The

This ie borne out by his numerous speeches, articles, 
books and measures carried out in Usbekistan, based upon hie initiative, in 
connection with Ruselan language problems. 


The USSR La a multinational and multilingual country. Ite citizens speak 
130 equal languages. Which one should be employed for comounications 
between the peoples of our country? Ae a result of historically established 
circumstances (to the exclusion of directives and laws), the Russian 
language performs in the role of a powerful means of international 
intercourse in the USSR ~~ it is the language of a great people, the 
language of Lenin, it is one of the official working languages of the 
United Nations and a number of other international organizations, societies, 
sclentific congresses and so forth. 


The representatives of all non-Russian peoples of the USSR love, study and 
refer to the Russian language as their second vernacular language. In our 
time -- the time of a scientific-technical revolution, of an increasing 
flow of diverse types of information and of rapidly developing international 
links and contacts <- it is becoming just as vitally necessary as air and 
water. Nor is mention made of this fact just for the sake of rhetoric. For 
example, let us take the field of science and culture. Ie it really 
possible to master the principles of modern knowledge without the Russian 
language’ It is not possible to convince either the “large” or “small” 
nationalities of the USSR regarding this fact, since based upon their own 
life experiences they believe that the Russian language serves as the 
gateway to the treasure-house of international science and culture. 


Permit me to mention the words of the well known scilentist~-linguist 

A.A. Potebin: “Lt is known that truth achieved by virtue of the labor of 
many generations is readily accepted even by children and herein lies the 
essence of progress; but less well known is the fact that man is indebted to 
language for this progress." If we employ this statement not from the 
standpoint of man generally but rather in connection with the non-Russian 
peoples of the USSR, then it should end with the words: “indebted to the 
Russian language.” 


Rasul Gamzatov, during a dialogue with Chingiz Aytmatov that was published 
in the | January 1970 issue of PRAVDA, expressed the following thought: 
were it not for Lenin's precepts, “we would not be sitting here at the 
present time holding a discussion.” Yes, it would be difficult for an Avar 
to sold a conversation with a Kirgiz, were it not for the fact that they 
both know the Russian language. 


This same thought was borne out by a great writer of a small nationality -~- 
Chukchi Yuriy Rytkheu: “As literary representatives of many languages, we 
nave acquired a fine knowledge of one another thanks to the Russian 

language. The mutual enrichment of literary experience takes place through 














the Kuselan language and through @ Russian book, The publication of @ book 
by any writer in our country in the Russian language signifies that the 
book will be made avaliable to @ broad range of readers (Siafoniya resume 

| Symphony of Reason), Moscow, Molodaya Gvardiya, 1977, p 221). 


Hence the Russian language provides a path for acquiring knowledge of the 
world culture and, sel@ilar to any road, it ie « path of reverse movement -- 
for the advance of national cultures into the all-unton and international 
arena. 


In addition to ite historical role as a means for international intercourse 
among the peoples of the USSR, the Russian language possesses a magnetic 
force owing to its inherent and eminent qualities, as pointed out by the 
great leaders of various countries and times: Engels, Lenin, Lomonosov, 
Derzhavin, Pushkin, Karamzin, Merime, Turgenev, L. Tolstoy, M. Gor'kiy and 
many others. Thus, in the opinion of F. Engels, the Russian language 
“warrants comprehensive study, since it is one of the strongest and richest 
of the living languages.” 


It ie typical in this regard that the non-Russian peoples of the USSR 
mastered the Russian language on an extensive scale during a very brief 
historical period. Today almost every non-Russian in the country, 
especially youth and middle-age individuals, know the Russian language. 
Many are as fluent in it as in their own native languages, while the 
remainder know it sufficiently well to hold «a conversation in it. Thus, 
according to the 1970 census, 34.5 percent of the @unicipal population and 
7.8 percent of the rural inhabitants in the Usbek SSR are flvuenat in the 
Russian language. The chief editor of the newspaper PRAVDA, V. Afanas'yev, 
in a recently published essay entitled “Golden Hands of Uzbekistan" 
(PRAVDA, 11 May 1979), heaped bigh praise upon the workers in our republic 
for their knowledge of the Russian language. Thus, bilingualism (in this 
particular case Usbek-Russian) embraces broad layers of the population and 
continues to increase steadily. 


Many convincing examples could be cited showing how it is precisely the 
Soviet system and the Leninist national policies of the CPSU that have 
enabied all of the peopies of the USSR without exception to develop, improve 
and enrich their national languages and master the achievements of 
international culture. One very convincing proof is the 4 June 1920 
memcrandum of V.I. Lenin, addressed to the appropriate Soviet organs: “Our 
Kirgiz comrades are requesting assistance in obtaining a type foundry, «a 
printing press and paper. I request that you accept their request and 
render them every possible assistance” (Complete Works, Vol. 51, p 208). 


In the reports and speeches delivered before the ali-Russian conference 
mentioned at the beginning of this article, many writers were cited whose 
works testify to the increasing interest being displayed towards the 
Russian language in the national republics of the USSR. In particular, it 
was noted that the academies of science of the union republics only recently 





bepan etudying Che problems associated with the Russian language and 
huselan literature. In Pebruary 1977, the Academy of Sciences for the 
Vebek S58 wae one of the firet in the country to organize a Russian 
Language Department at the Inetitute of Language and Literature iment A,5S. 
Pushkin. An all-unton coordination conference for investigating in the 
national academies those problems associated with @ etudy of the Russian 
language wae held in the city of Tashkent in October 1978, 


it bears mentioning that many unsettled and at times controversial 
probleme still remain with regard to determining the methods to be employed 
for further developing the national cultures and languages, in linguistic 
terminology, forecasting the language of the future and so forth. Permit 
me to cite some examples. 


First, allow me to discuss terms. Linguists A.T. Bagiyev and M.1. Leayev, 
in the book Yasyk 1 nateiya | Langeage and Science] (Moscow, Nauka, 1973), 
provide an accurate, in conformity with the statutes of Marxiem-Leninisa, 
interpretation of the terms “language of international intercourse,” 
“state language” and “second native language,” and they criticize quite 
fairly thelr inappropriate or incorrect use. True, another author, 

K.Kh. Khanazarov, considers bilingual individuals to be those people who 
are fluent in a second language to the degree that they are capable of 
holding a discussion and exchanging thoughts with holders of that second 
language (Problemy dvuyazychiya 1 mnogoyazychiye | Problems of Bilingualism 
and Multilingualism), Moscow, Neuka, 1972, p 123). However, in his books 
and articles he makes extensive use of the term “international tanguage” 
in referring to the Russian language and we consider this to be inaccurate. 
it te our understanding that the category of international lenguages can 
include intermediate languages, similar to the artificially created 
Esperanto language. However the Russian language is first of all the 
national language of the Russian people and in the USSR, owing to a 
nietorical need, it still serves as a means for international intercourse. 
Thus the Russian language is not an international language but rather a 
language for international intercourse. This in no way negates the role 
and importance of any of the other national languages of the peoples of the 
USSR. 


Upon awarding the Order of Friendship of Nations to the Kazakh SSR, the 
Cemeral secretary of the CPSU Central Committee, Comrade L.I. Brezhnev, 
emphasized: ‘In discussing the new and historic community of people, by no 
means do we wish to imply that national differences are disappearing or, 
even more important, that a merging of nations has taken place. All of the 
nations and nationalities inhabiting the Soviet Union are retaining their 
special pecuitlarities, their national character, language and their best 
traditions. They have all of the opportunities at their disposal for 
achieving still greater growth in their national culture” (Leninskio 
Kursom. Rechi i stati | Following Lenin's Course. Speeches and Articles), 


Vol 4, Moscow, Politiedat, 1974, p 243). The general line of the CPSU in 
the field of national policies during thie modern stage is reflected in 
these words. 


As correctly noted by Academician M.B,. Khrapchenko in the article "Methods 
for the Mutual Enrichment of Socialist Cultures," published in Iesue No 2 
of the journal NOVYY MIR for 1979, “in the theory and practice of cultural 
construction, we are still eneountering underestimates of both the general 
principles of socialist cultures and their close contacts as well as the 
importance of their originality." 


The trend towards identifying the drawing together of nations with their 
assimilation, which has been subjected to fair criticiem (see article by 
E. Bagramov in 16 July 1971 issue of PRAVDA) is truly methodologically 
incorrect. This trend is still being encountered in our scientific 
literature and it testifies to a lack of understanding of the indissolubie 
link between the flourishing and drawing together of nations in our 
country as two mutually related processes of an objective nature. In this 
regerd, it is impossible to agree with the opinion expressed by K.Kh. 
Khanazarov .oncerning the alleged “partial merging of nations during the 
period of full-scale construction of communism” or that the “process of 
partial merging of nations only points towards a weakening of the national 
contacts and barriers, towards a drawing together of nations, towards the 
extinction of former national narrow-mindedness and towards growth in 
mutual trust and respect between the nations and the shifting of man from 
one nation to another -- “an indicator of correct national party policy 
and a substantial step towards the future merging of nations into a single 
communist entity.” 


If we follow these statutes, then we draw the conclusion that the 
international aspect increases as the national aspect decreases. Is this 
true’ No. The drawing together through growth and growth through drawing 
together -- such is the essence of development among socialist nations. 
Hence, the drawing together of nations, cultures and languages will take 
place not as a result of the “extinction” of national growth but rather 
during the course of such growth. 


The instructions handed down by V.I. Lenin in the work “Left-wing 

Communism, an Infantile Disorder" are recalled: “National and state 
differences still exist between nationalities and countries -- and these 
differences will prevail for a long period of time, even after the 
dictatorship of the proletariat has been carried out on a worldwide scale -- 
the unity of international tactics in the communist worker's movement for 
all countries requires neither the elimination of diverse conditions nor 

the destruction of national differences (this is an absurd dream at the 
present time), but rather it requires the use of the basic principles of 
compunism (Soviet rule and the dictatorship of the proletariat) in a manner 
such that they are specifically modified, adapted and employed in connection 
with the national and national-state differences (Complete Works, Vol. 41, 

p 77). 











Thus iC Le wrong Co postpone today the Marxist thesis concerning the merging 
of nations and their cultures, which will Cake place in the communist future. 
The drawing together of nations ite certainly not the same as their merging. 





lt ie even more incorrect to view the process of further drawing together 

of nations, with assimilation, as a natural development under the conditions 
prevailing in the Soviet social system. Today the elements of assimilation 
are by no means typical on the whole for the development of nations and 
nationalities in the USSR. 


In thie regard, the position taken by a leading Russian language specialist 
in our country, V.P, Pilin, appeare to be methodobogically accurate: “Only 
in the very ¢ietant future will mankind advance from multi-lingualism to the 
use Of one language; we are unable to make a judgement as to exactly what 
this single world language of the distant future will be like.” 


To aid the party in implementing the Leninist principles of national policy, 
to develop and enrich these principles in a creative manner, to eliminate 
mistakes in linguistic practice and to prevent such mistakes from occurring 
and to promote the development of socialist fraternal relationships between 
nations and nationalities -- such are some of the important taske 
confronting our Soviet linguists (Problemy dvuyazychiya 1 mnogoyazychiya 

| Problems of Bilingualism and Multilingualism), pp 23-25). 


I would like to caution all those in our country who are studying the 
development of languages and the fate of these languages in the future -- 

in the use of terms and in the development of various types of proposals and 
forecasts having to do with the merging of nations, cultures and languages, 
be careful not to offer any materials which can be used to our disadvantage 
by the bourgeois falsifiers of the national policy of the CPSU and cultural- 
linguistic development in the USSR. 


In the recently «dopted decree of the CPSU Central Committee entitled 

“On Purther Improvements in Ideological and Political-Bducational Work," 
it was mentioned that imperialist propaganda is releasing distorted 
information and biased interpretations of facts and that it is engaging in 
omissions, half-truths and unpardonable lies. In this regard, the party's 
Central Committee has tasked the ideological organs with “furnishing 
assistance to the Soviet people in recognizing the false nature of this 
slanderous propaganda, exposing the insidious methods in a clear, specific 
and convincing form and providing the world's people with the truth 
concerning the world's first socialist country.” 


The linguistic policies of the CPSU -- represent a principal target of the 
violent attac’s Seing carried out by bourgeois ideological saboteurs. The 
means and m ds being employed by the “sovietologists" in carrying out 
this work are not new: everything is based upon the notorious and time-worn 
concept of “russification” of the peoples of the USSR. The anti-scientific 
sianderous essence of this concept is obvious, just as its deliberately 





provocative nature, the result of a desire to sow seeds of dissension among 
the fraternal peoples of the USSR, ia obvious. 


“The statements made by our ideological adversaries which hold that the 
language of international intercourse te dislodging the vernacular languages 
should be rejected as being completely groundless” stated Comrade Sh.k. 
Rashidov in the article "Language of Our Unity and Brotherhood," published 
in the 25 April 1979 iesue of LITBRATURNAYA GAZETA. 


Actually, we are proud of the fact that we know the Russian language and yet 
at the same time we have our own vernacular national language. Is it not 
strange that the “sovietologists,” while evidencing concern over the 
development of the languages and cultures of the peoples of the USSR and 
alarm with regard to “russification,” for some reason are completely silent 
over the fact that these languages are developing in an equal manner. They 
carefully avoid the question as to why, despite the fact that there are more 
than 3,000 languages in use throughout the world, the Swiss, Belgian and 
Chilean people lack their own languages. Is it not true that the existence 
in our country of equal and developing languages for all of its nationalities 
is really a credit to the national policies of the CPSU? Our ideological 
adversaries do not wish to discuss this matter, since they are aware that 
live reality inevitably casts them in a poor light. 


True, some scientists in the capitalist world do not negate the beneficial 
effect of the Russian language on the development of vernacular languages 

in the USSR. For example, such an opinion is held by the American 
specialist in the Uzbek language Ilse Laude Cirkautas, a8 discussed in the 
article "Development of the Uzbek Literary Language During the Past 50 
Years" (Central Asian Journal, Wiesbaden, Vol. XX‘, No 1, 1977). But such 
objective opinions are intentionally ignored by the masters of the bourgeois 
“sovietologist’ camp, since they are in conflict with their biased 
verblage. 


Thus a certain EB. Glen Lewis, in the voluminous book "Multilingualism in the 
Soviet Union: Aspects of Linguistic Policy and Its Implementation" (1972), 
attempts to prove that the work of the remote future -- the merging of 
nations, languages and cultures -- is being carried out today in the Soviet 
Union and on this deliberately false basis he draws the conclusion that one 
language is being absorbed by another in our country. It is typical that, 
while recognizing the successes achieved in the development of national 
languages in the USSR, he nevertheless raises the development of the Russian 
language as being in conflict with this indisputable fact and he passes over 
in ellence the fact that the development of the Russian and all other equal 
national languages of the peoples of the USSR -- is a singular and 
simultaneous process. The author of the mentioned book consciously divides 
this overall trend into two parts and poses one against the other -- such 

is one of the methods being employed by the bourgeois "students" of the 
languages of the USSR. 














Nor te Lt an accident when the “sovietologists” display an inclination 
towards arbitrary forecasts with regard to the linguistic problems in the 
USSR. In this regard, the editorial article entitled "Second Native 
Language," published in 1965 in the journal “Central Asian Review" 
(Vol. 13, No. 4). Thies article furnished a detailed and, at first glance, 
a fully objective coverage of the study and teaching of the Russian 
language in the Central Asian republice and Kazakhstan. However, emphasis 
is placed on the “difficulties” in this work, both the actual ones and 
those fabricated. Having informed the readers concerning the shortage of 
Russian language teachers and certain training aide -- circumstances which 
definitely occurred and which for the most part have already been 
Overcome «= the authors of the article add to it the high birth rate of the 
local population, which clearly experiences difficulties with regard to work 
A \jements in the cities owing to lack of knowledge of the Russian 

age. 





Let us compare this pseudo-scientific argument against reality. First of all, 
the number of individuals representing the basic nationalities of Central 
Asia and Kazakhstan who have mastered the Russian language since the late 
1950's and early 1960's, as discussed in the mentioned article. Thus the 
arguments based upon certain difficulties (strongly exaggerated by the 

author of the article) in teaching the Russian language during that interval 
of time are refuted by life itself. Secondly, there never were and at the 
present time there are no problems associated with the notorious "work 
arrangements." 


To the bourgeois ideologists, the increasing number of individuals fluent in 
the Russian language among the non-Russian peoples of the USSR is nothing 
more than evidence of ‘russification." They deliberately avoid the fact 
that the non-Russians in our country use the Russian language together with 
their native language and that rather than replacing a native language, the 
Russian language appears as a historically necessary means of international 
intercourse and comprehension of the treasures of international culture. 
This is the distinguishing feature, for example, of the article by the 
American “sovietologist" at the state university of Florida Bryan D. 
Silver, entitled "Status of the Languages of National Minorities in Soviet 
Society: Evaluation of Recent Changes" (1974), containing far-fetched and 
pseudo-profound arguments concerning assimilation, the mutual absorption of 
languages in the USSR and their “clouded future." If talk must center 
around such things, then they are more typical for conditions in the U.S.A. 
and other capitalist countries than for Soviet reality. 


In this regard, a curious discussion took place abroad in 1972 on the 
subject “Linguistic Problems in Multi-nationel Asiatic Communities," during 
which an interesting question was raised (and clearly not in favor of the 
authors): a comparison of English (colonial) linguistic policies in India 
and czarist and thereafter Soviet linguistic policy -- in Central Asia. 


The speaker -- a well known anti-soviet -- G. Wheeler, diligently attempted 
to prove the noble nature of the linguistic policies of England with regard 








to the languages of India. However, he could not help but note that 
"English became the official language in India in 1835" and that "various 
factors hindered the formation of policies aimed at developing the local 
languages.'' This was an instructive admission. Subsequently, Wheeler, 

when examining the policies of the Czarist government, stated that it 
focused even less attention on the development of local languages in Central 
Asia than was the case with English in India. Let us assume this was the 
case. But when he discussed the development of languages among the peoples 
of the USSR, he lacked an elementary sense of tact: first of all, he made 
no mention of the differences between the policies of the czarist and soviet 
governments; secondly, he viewed soviet national policy as nothing more than 
a subterfuge the purpose of which was to retain control over the Soviet 

mos lems. 


And this statement was made by an individual who certainly was quite 
familiar with the successes achieved during the years of Soviet rule in 
developing the vernacular languages of Central Asia. But this was obviously 
not to the liking of Wheeler and his conorts. This is why he repeatedly and 
slanderously distorted, in his report, the essence of the conversion of the 
written language of the people's of Central Asia from Arabic to Latin and 
thereafter to the Russian alphabet, carried out during the 1929-1940 period, 
with not one word being mentioned concerning the progressive nature of 

these reforms. 


This same Wheeler dared to refer to the modern languages of the people's of 
Central Asia as “artificial,” while at the same time expressing 
astonishment over the fact that multi-volume national encyclopedias were 
published for the first time in history in these languages. The ‘“irst 
volume of the Uzbek Soviet Encyclopedia was presented by way of a example 
during the discussion. It bears mentioning that those participating in the 
mentioned discussion were unable to conceal their delight over this book, 
which was examined by one individual after another. Indeed, it refuted 
everything that our ideological adversaries had to say regarding "the 
destruction of the national languages of the people's of Central Asia as a 
result of the linguistic policies of the CPSU." "With the exception of the 
Turkish language" stated one of the participants in the discussion, “there 
has never been a modern local encyclopedia in one of the languages of the 
Middle East.'' In the final analysis and with considerable reservations, 
Wheeler was forced into drawing the conclusion that the vernacular 
languages of Central Asia are undergoing further development. 


Thus, even based upon the published materials of the discussion between the 
bourgeois "sovietologists,'' it would appear that the linguistic policies 

of British imperialism in India cannot be compared favorably against the wise 
Leninist linguistic policies of the CPSU, which serve the interests of the 
broad working masses in the USSR, including in the Seviet eastern region. 

One other important circumstance bears mentioning -- in the colonial 
countries, the English and Spanish languages were foreign languages in the 
literal sense of these words. In the USSR, the Russian language, all other 











factors considered, is the language of the largest group of people living 
there, 


A mass of examples could be cited concerning the assimilation of languages 
in the U.S.A. == not only Indian but also European languages. In the U.S.A. 
it is acceptable to say: “American of Italian origin,” "American of Irish 
descent’ and so forth. There the English language truly absorbs ot.er 
languages, since the laws of this country neither protect nor stimulate 
their development. 


There is still one very significant example. 


The Soviet journalist N. Kurdyumov, who visited the Hawaiian Islands, has 
stated that the distinctive culture of the natives of these islands -- 
polynesians -- is disappearing and the language of the Hawaiians dying 
away; schools, press and so forth -- everything is being carried out in the 
English language (PRAVDA, 27 November 1977). 


"To attach the language of a people is tantamount to attacking its heart’ 
wrote the German playright and theatrical figure of the 19th Century, 
Heinrich Laube. And it is our obligation -- the obligation of Soviet 
scientists, propagandists and all ideological front workers to defend the 
Russian language, the languages of the people's of the USSR and the Leninist 
national policies of the CPSU against attacka by the “sovietologists" in 
the anti-communism camp, to repel them in a sound and well thought out 
manner and to expose the reactionary essence of their attacks. The teachers 
of the Russian language in higher and secondary specialized educational 
institutes and in general educational schools must devote greater attention 
to the social and international importance of the Russian language and to the 
political-world outlook aspect of the study of this language. Every 

attempt must be made to ensure that each student thoroughly understands the 
role of the Russian language and values highly the wise, fair and truly 
national Leninist policies of the party. 
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CLERICS, VATICAN PLAN LITHUANIAN CHURCH 'LIBERATION'

[Text] The 1979 CPSU Central Committee decree entitled "The Further 
Improvement of Ideological, Political-Educational Work" emphasizes: "Imperi- 
alistic propaganda. . . constantly wages a fierce campaign against the 

minds of Soviet citizens, attempts with the aid of the most sophisticated 
methods and modern technical means to poison their consciousness by 

slander directed at Soviet reality, to besmirch socialism, to prettify 
imperialism and its rapacious, inhumanitarian policy and practice." In 

this process, it puts everything into action -- "distorted information 

and the tendentious illumination of facts, failure to mention certain 
things, half-truth, and downright unabashed lies." 


In this psychological war against the Soviet Union and the other socialist 
countries, international reaction has always given an important role to 
Catholicism. For a long time the Vatican, concealing the true expansion- 
istic goals of the West, stated that it "strives only to return Russia to 
the bosom of true religion." A noticeable place in these plans was given 
to the Catholic church of Lithuania. 


Convinced, however, of the lack of prospects in the attempts at direct 
intensification of its influence in the socialist countries under the flag 
of their “evangelization,” the Vatican was forced to change its methods 
somewhat. It has now become "not fashionable" there to speak about this 
aloud. The most reactionary figures in that church today prefer to inter- 
fere in the internal affairs of the peoples of Eastern Europe with the 

aid of the bourgeois nationalists and clerics who have fled from there. 


The Lithuanian segment of that group of emigrés, in particular, has been 
stating repeatedly that the Catholic church of Lithuania is "the last 
bastion of the church in the north of Europe." And the leaders of the 
Lithuanian emigrés in West Germany even published a statement in which it 











is said that today this is "the only nation that stands like a fortress 
in defense of the holy rights of the Catholic church in the entire Soviet 
Union.” The malicious anti-Soviet voices are parroted by the Vatican 
radio, transmitting in Lithuanian. 


In essence, the emigré clerics and their protectors in the Vatican and 
elsewhere have lost their sense of reality to such a degree that they are 
walking around delirious. In order to be convinced of this, all one has 
to do is to follow certain of the turns taken by their propaganda fantasy. 


In the practice of international reaction there has been known for a long 
time the tactic of dividing the nations on the basis of religious attri- 
butes, in order to administer them more easily. Not even mentio’.ing the 
events of recent years and centuries, suffice it to recall the bloody 
social conflicts instigated by the imperialists in our time if only in 
Northern Ireland, in Lebanon, and in certain other parts of the world. It 
was not by accident that the International Congress of Communist and 
Workers Parties (Moscow, 1969) noted that the forces of internal reaction 
in the states that have taken the capitalist path of development, with 

the support of imperialism, "have been instigating conflicts among the 
national, ethnic, religious, tribal, and linguistic groups, thus threaten- 
ing the independence that was acquired by those countries"*. 





When constructing their "projects" for using Catholicism to "liberate" 
Lithuania, the clerics attempt in their ideological subversion to rely 

upon the peculiar specifics of our land, upon such a historical peculiarity 
as the monoconfessional nature of the faithful populace, who are for the 
most part Catholics. It is precisely by counting on this that the 
reactionary emigré circles constantly attempt to propagandize the demagogic 
nationalistic concept of the imaginary organic interrelationship between 

the love of one's nation and Catholicism. That is why that false concept 
permeates all the foreign ideological diversions againstSoviet Lithuania, and 
it is in¢ehe most reactionary version (the alliance between nationalism 

and Catholic clericalism). The practical use of this symbiosis in the 
subversive activities against our country, incidentally, was discussed 

at the 9th Congress of (ateytininki) (an ultrarightist clerico-nationalistic 
organization of Lithuanian emigrés) in Cleveland (United States, 1977). 


Thus, the clerical ideologists of the Lithuanian emigrés, attempting to 
poison the consciousness of the believers in our republic with the venom 

of bourgeois nationalism, count on having this contribute to the conversion 
of the Lithuanian Catholic church into an antistate and antisocial 
organization. It has never occurred to them that in the society of mature 
socialism the alliance of nationalism and clericalism cannot have any

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hopes of success, since the class, political, and ideological roots of 
those phenomena have been eradicated there, 


Obviously, this does not mean that the backslidings into clerical nationa- 
Liam about which the emigré "lLiberatore” and their protectors in the 
Vatican are dreaming are no longer encountered among ceriein extremist 
miniaters of religion or believers who have temporarily fallen under their 
influence, But they will never be able to push the bulk of the believers 
in our republic away from the correct political positions. Nevertheless, 
the anticommunist and anti-Soviet propaganda that hae been directed at 
Soviet Lithuania has not ceased its attempts in that direction. 


With that purpose, for example, it constantly spreads false and provoca- 
tional fables about the alleged danger that is threatening Lithuanian 
national culture. The entire social progress that has been brought to our 
nation by the Soviet authority — the creation of a modern industry and 

a large-scale collective agriculture, the development of science and 
public education, the flourishing of literature and art, the multifaceted 
fraternal cooperation with the other ion republics — all this is treated 
by the conservative ideologists of the bourgeois emigré groups as the 
annihilation of national culture. And then they immediately add that the 
church is the sole custodian, and Catholicism is the chief attribute, of 
that culture. 


The clerical anticommunists also attempt to depict the natural process of 
secularization of our society as the persecution of the church and the 
believers. in this attempt, obviously, they once again remain silent 

about the fact that everywhere in the USSR there is a consistent observance 
of the well-known principle stated in Article 34 of our Constitution: 
"Citizens of the USSR are equal before the Law, irrespective of their 
origin, social, or property status, their race or nationality, sex, 
education, language, attitude toward religion, the type or nature of their 
occupation, place of residence, or other circumstances." 


In the ideological subversion conducted by present-day clerical anti- 
communism, Wide use is also made of the myth concerning the “church in the 
catacombs" or the "church of silence," which myth has been called upon to 
reinforce the provocational inventions concerning the persecution of the 
believers in the socialist countries. This ridiculous story is intensively 
disseminated by all the bourgeois radio stations, including Radio Vatican. 
For example, in a broadcast that was timed to go out on Christmas, it was 
stated that in Lithuania, on the day of that all-Christian holiday, the 
Catholics were sharing “a pie of God which had been baked secretly." Actu- 
ally, that pie is baked freely in every Catholic church and, incidentally, 
is sold not very cheaply to the believers. By the way, the myth of the 
“church of silence” is also disseminated very intensively by other centers 
of clerical anticommunism, for example, the interdenominational monthly 
CATACOMBS which is published in France and which is crammed with insinua- 
tions about the persecutions to which the religious organizations are 
allegedly subjected in the socialist countries, especially the Soviet Union, 
and, in particular, in our republic. 








jowever, whether or not they want ic, the clerical "liberators"” are 

reed to admit that the communist political philosophy is deeply rooted 
among the Lithuantan nation and ite retura to the bosom of Catholicism 
would be unthinkable without the "new evangelization,” which, incidentally, 
jae long been a coneern of the Vatican also as applicable to Eastern 
Lurope. The clerics underatand th!) “evangelization” iteelf as the 
penetration of religion inte al! areas of the social life of "liberated" 
Lithuania, 


They also express thelr coneern about the fact that the pastoral activities 
in the republic have, as they see it, fallen into a decline, and for that 
reason, they feel, “there will not be anyone (that is, after 'liberation') 
or anything from which to begin the restoration of Catholic life." In 

this regard there arises the task of growing and training some kind of 

"new priest" who would be capable of “baptizing the peasantry in Lithuania." 
And in order to accelerate that process, it is planned not only to "increase 
the number of churches,” but also to “establish a chapel” in every village. 


‘he clerical "“Liberators” construct most of their projects by counting on 
the young generation of “future Lithuania.” They are very impatient 

about “re-educating some of our young compatriots, forcing concepts of 
materialistic communiam out of their consciousness." Obviously, the clerics 
cannot fall to be alarmed by the circumstance that Soviet young people are 
developing a scientific, materialistic political philosophy. And so they 
are wracking their brains about how to subordinate to religious obscurantism 
the new generation which has grown up in socialist society and which has 
assimilated the scientific political philosophy. 


jome of them, who are realistically minded and who realize that, during 


the age of the sctentific-technical revolution, it is not so easy 
spread the influence of religion, plan -- once again, “after the

plans, among which we shall mention only the “boldest,” are being 
conatructed on this account, For example, the organizer of the Hitlerite 
"fifth column” in Soviet Lithuania in 1940-1941, colonel in the former 
hourgeols army K, Skirpa, thinks that with that purpose it is necessary 
among emigré groups to create an “armed force" which, obviously, "when 
necessity arises," will be transferred to "future Lithuania," 


His tellow=thinker Yu. Aleksandravichus (also known as Yu. Aystis == who 
died in 1971) expressed this idea in a considerably more prosaic manner. 
According to him, in Lithuania it will be necessary" . . . to knock out 
all the teeth, one after the other. Anyone who waats to run away can 

do so, but there is no sense or purpose in sparing those who remain. . . 
They should be annihilated immediately, Like bedbugs and cockroaches. 

Not at some future time, but right then and right there. . . then, on 

land that has been well washed with blood, we can establish new dioceses." 


Those are the clerics’ “liberation” plans. But what are their tactics 
in awaiting the "liberation"? How should they act in order for the 
Catholic church in Lithuania to become a force capable of hampering the 
formation of the communist awareness of the Lithuanian nation, in order 
for it to become a factor that splits socialist society according to the 
religious principle? Here, for example, is how the famous ideologist 

in the clerical-nationalistic emigré circles, A. Matseyna poses this 
question: "Isn't there justification for fearing that the Lithuanian 
nation, if it remains Lithuanian, will, however, remain communistic? 
Isn't there justification for concern that the influence of religion in 
Lithuania is lessening, and, at the same time, is the sole factor that 
is capable of hampering the intensification of the influence of communism? 


Thus, according to the propagandists in the Lithuanian bourgeois emigié 
circles, the Catholic church in Lithuania must develop from an institution 
that was called upon to satisfy the needs of the faithful into a political 
force that undermining the unity of socialist society. And our "liberators” 
endeavor to push them from positions that are loyal with respect to the 
Soviet system. It is precisely for this purpose that they have been 
spreading slanderous, provocational fables about the status of the clergy 
and the believers, falsifying the policy of the Communist Part and the 
Soviet Union with respect to religion and the church, and exerting cons: ant 
psychological pressure both upon ministers of religion and upon their 
flock. 


[t is not surprising that the conservative segments of the Lithuanian 
emigré groups welcomed the policy of violent anticommunism that was 
advanced by Pope Pius XII (1939-1958), because during his pontificate, 

he damned communism approximately 150 times publicly, according to a 

count made by journalists. And although his successors as a whole did not 
move away from that frankly anticommunistic course, during the period of 
the “aggiornamento"” on Vatican Hill there was nevertheless no shortage of 
words, much less of deeds, that continued to feed the restorational hopes 








of the emigré “Liberators,” who had become considerably despondent during 
the detente, Cardinal A, Samore, for example, who is guardian of the 


Catholic ehureh of Lithuania, in hia sermon at 4 masse which wae held on 
« April 1976 in the Papal Collegium of Saint Casimir and which was 
devoted to the fiftieth anniversary of the Lithuanian church province, 
crudely diatorted the status of the church in our republic. 

immediately after election to the papal throne, with the name of John Paul 


ll, of Cardinal K. Wojtyla, he received a congratulatory telegram of a 
provocational nature from an organization that is of interest to no one, 
the so-called Supreme Committee for the Liberation of Lithuania (VKOL). 
Depicting in that telegram Soviet Lithuania as being “unshakably Linked 
with the Catholic church" and for that reason allegedly "cruelly persecut- 
ed,” reactionaries expressed the hope that the new pope would exert 

active support to the “Liberation” illusions of the bourgeois nationalists. 
The clerical newspapers of the Lithuanian emigré circles (DRAUGAS, 
DARBININKAS, TEVISHKES ZHIBURYAY, EYROPOS LIYETUVIS, etc.) emphasized 
straight out that K, Wojtyla had been elected simply because "most of the 
cardinals were dissatisfied with the Eastern policy of Pope Paul VI," 

that is, by his steps to normalize the atate relations of the Vatican 

with the soctalist countries. But once the “holy throne" was occupied by 
a person with “experience of living in a communist state," he would, 

they felt, not only “know how to talk and act in order to achieve greater 
freedom for Catholics in the sphere of Soviet influence, but also would 

be able to find a way of talking to the Red government of Italy, if such 
should ever come to power in the future." 





After the publication in March 1979 of the first encyclical of the new 
Pope, “Redemptor hominis" ("Man's Redeemer"), the reactionary figures in 
the Lithuanian clerical emigré circles immediately added their voices to 
the chorus of those ultrarightist church figures who had seized upon 
those places in the document which have an anticommunist subtext. And 
that is not surprising. Especially since the encyclical is actually 
typified by a negative attitude toward social progress and by a pessimis- 
tic vew of the future of mankind*., 


In the decree of the CPSU Central Committee, "The Further Improvement of 
ideoloeical, Political-Educational Work," it is stated that “one of the 
most important tasks of ideological-educational and informational work 
is the providing of assistance to Soviet citizens in recognizing all the 
falsity. . . of slanderous propaganda, the use of concrete, convincing 
forme to reveal its devious methods, and the carrying to the people. . . 
truth concerning the world's first country of victorious socialism." 
When resolving this task, no small role belongs to the time-responsive 
snd well-argumented revealation of anti-Soviet propaganda. This pertains 
in full measure also to its spreading of provocational fabrications about

BENEFITS, STIPULATIONS OF NEW BCONOMIC MECHANISM DISCUSSED 
Tbilisi KOMUNISTI in Georgian 17 May 860 p 2

Summary) How well the financial levers are functioning is revealed in the 
distribution of profits between the state budget and the ministries, 
associations, and enterprises. 


It is essential to work out an effective form of profit distribution, in 
accordance with the decree “Improving Planning and Strengthening the 
Influence of the Economic Mechanism on Increasing Production Effectiveness 
and Work Quality.” The profit distribution procedures it stipulates embody 
certain cardinal innovations. 


Under the old procedure, enterprise profits make budget payments for 
productive capital or fixed payments, and to pay bank interest. The 
remaining profits went to build up material incentive funds, pay off bank 
loans, and finance centralized capital investments, circulating capital, and 
other planned outlays. Any difference between the amount of profit and the 
above payments and outlays went into the budget as net profit surplus 
\Svobodnyy oStatok pribylij. If the profit plan was not met, amounts 
contributed from planned profits were returned to the enterprise. Enter- 
prises were not responsible for failure to meet budget obligations. 
Frequently, enterprises and whole ministries failed to do so. In the past 
four years, for example, the Rural Construction Ministry underfulfilled 
profit plans in the amount of 89 million rubles, the Construction Ministry 
by 65 million, Light Industry by 21 million, Local Industry by 11 million, 


nder the new decree, starting with the llth Five-Year Plan the industrial 
ministries are assessed stable, norm.tive profit .uxes [otchisleniya] on a 
five-year basis, differentiated by years. 











The ministries use these funds to finance capital investments, pay bank 
loans and interest, provide circulating capital, finance scientific and 
technical development and economic incentive funds, and ao on, 


Por example, if for a given year an association's profit is stipulated at 
10 million rubles, with deductions set at 60 percent, it will be assessed 
six million rubles to be used for the above-mentioned purposes. If these 


funds are not sufficient, bank loans may be made or, if necessary, budget 
funds. 


The remaining profite (in this case, 40 percent or four million rubles) 
must go into the budget. A distinguishing feature of the new profit dis- 
tribution procedure, therefore, is that it is regulated centrally during 
the planning Stage. Moreover, under the normative distribution method the 
budget's share in the plan will be fixed as an absolute amount rather 

than as a percentage. The importance here is that if an association fails 
to fulfill the plan during the year, its budget obligation is not altered 
in the slightest--it will have to make do with less profit funds for its 
own needs. This should enhance executive officers’ responsibility in 
meeting budget obligations. 


Planned profit distribution procedures should also help in tapping internal 
reserves. When the profit plan is overfulfilled within three percent, the 
ministry or association (enterprise) wili retain 50 percent of the extra 
profit, the other half to go into the budget. If the plan is exceeded by 
more than three percent, the enterprise will retain only 25 percent of the 
extra amount, the rest to go into the budget. This procedure will motivate 
the collective to adopt intensive profit plans and enhance the stimulative 
role of payment for capital. Now this payment will be set at an average of 
Six percent rather than the present three or six percent. Moreover, that 
portion of the payment accounted for by uninstalled equipment and material 
stocks not under bank credit will be paid out of the profits at the dis- 
posal of the enterprise. This will impel executives not to have excess 
material stocks and unused equipment. And if the enterprise fulfills the 
production and profit plan with less fixed capital, the savings in payment 
for capital will remain at its disposal. 


It is essential these days to conserve raw materials, supplies, fuel, and 
energy. The new levers will help to reduce material-intensiveness and 
ensure high-quality output at minimum cost. 


Another thrust in enhancing the role of financial levers involves increased 
rates of social security deductions. The present rate structure is outmoded 
and does not reflect the true costs of labor resource reproduction. More- 
ver, Social security budget revenues do not cover even half the national 
costs of worker pensions, Sanatorium maintenance, and other measures called 
for by the social security budget. Workers and employees in our country do 
not pay Social security taxes, of course, and increasing the rates will not 
affect wages but will greatly benefit the formation of the social security 
Ducget. 














The decree also enhanees the role of the credit mechanism. It improves 
credit planning and the analysis of credit relations at all levels, Credit 
plays a larger role in selentifie=technical progress and product quality 
improvement. New procedures are instituted in settling accounts, 


Conversion to the new procedures for settling accounts between clients and 
builders 18 to be completed in 1981, Settlement will be on the basis of 
completed facilities ready for operation and in accordance with the esti- 
mated cost. During construction, however, the organization will receive 
credit from Stroybank in accordance with the estimated cost of the project. 
This proeeduce will rule out cases of finances being exhausted before con- 
struction is completed (due to overspending), or actual costs running sub- 
stantially over estimated costs, as in the past. 


A vital measure in enforcing contracts is the compulsory imposition of fines 
and Sanctions on organizations that fail to meet contractual stipulations 
with regard to product lists or product quality. 


Essential tasks are assigned to the State Committee for Prices, which must 
handle the calculation of normative net output and set appropriate norma- 
tives on the nation's wide variety of products. The price mechanism must 
be used more extensively to encourage new products, enhance quality, and 
curtail the production of outmoded items. 


The 12 July 1979 decree is a vital economic and political document. It is 
to go into effect basically in the llth Five-Year Plan, but certain sections 
are in force in 1960. 


The republic party-economic aktiv noted that pianning-economic and finance 
work often is not up to today's standards. Some ministry and department 
officials are neglecting this work. 


Use of the new criteria of industrial and construction enterprise perfor- 

mance evaluation has revealed that there are many more lagging enterprises 
in the republic than we had thought. Hence, the new criteria are progres- 
sive and serve to impose higher standards. 


The aktiv stressed that the ministries and enterprises will have to prepare 
thoroughly to convert to the new system. Party and economic officials 
escape the trap of quantitative indicators and learn to think and operate 
in categories such as conservation, prime cost [sebestoimost'], profits, 
profitability, productivity, return on capital, cost accounting, and 
financial discipline.

[Text] The 25th CPSU Congress, having considered the questions of the 
further development of the branches of the agro-industrial complex, set 
two basic goals that are of fundamental economic and political importance. 
Those goals are to achieve the reliable supplying of the country with 
foodstuffs and agricultural raw materials, while always having sufficient 
reserves for this; and also to continue to proceed farther and farther 
along the path of bringing closer together the material and cultural-and- 
everyday living conditions of the people in the urban areas and in the 
rural areas, a process that is one of the requirements in the party's 
platform. 


In Comrade L. I. Brezhrev's report at the July 1978 Plenum of the CPSU 
Central Committee it was emphasized that in increasing the production of 
agricultural output "an exceptionally important role is played by the 
guaranteeing of stable, well regulated economic relations in agriculture, 
and also among the branches in the agro-industrial complex." In this 
regard a problem that is of vital importance is the problem of improving 
the economic-production ties between agriculture and the other branches 
»f the agro-industrial complex, and primarily the planning of their 
development as a single complex. 


Many branches are linked with agriculture. But their number will increase 
as there is a continued deepening of the social division of labor. Inci- 
detanlly, in our opinion, even now one can boldly add to them the 
agricultural aviation industry. 


Practical life shows us that, with the increase in technical progress, 
one observes in the expenditures of the production of agricultural output

For e<ample, the share of material expenditures on the kolkhozes of Georgian 
55k to 1976, as compared with 1970, rose from 42,7 percent to 44.5 percent, 
and on sovkhoses, from 48.5 percent to 58.9 percent. In the agriculture of 


the Soviet Unton, thie indicator increased from 32 percent in 1965 to 46 
percent in 19/76, 


The growth of the share of material expenditures, as a rule, should reflect 
the industrialization of agriculture, and, as a consequence, it should be 
accompanied by a rise in the level of mechanization of the production pro- 
cesses. Taking this principle as a4 base, we ehall have to come to the con- 
clusion that, for the indicators cited above, the level of mechanization 

of agriculture in Georgia should be higher than the average for the USSR. 
However, thie is not so, The situation is completely the opposite. And 

the secret lies in the fact that the material expenditures also include 
depreciation amounts that have been deducted for perennial plantings. 

Their share in the expenditures of agriculture in the republic is much 
higher than the average for the country. It is impossible to determine then 
or to compute them precisely <= the report materials do not contain any 
corresponding data, and it is possible to make a judgment about them 
solely on the basis o| the percentage of perennial plantings in the fixed pro- 
duction assets of the farms. Whereas in 1978, for example, in the fixed 
assets for agricultural purposes for the kolkhozes in Georgia, perennial 
plantings occupied 38.6 percent, and on sovkhozes, 49.4 percent, for the 
country as a whole that indicator was equal respectively to 1.9 and 5.4 
percent. Unfortunately, certain economists fail to take this circumstance 
into consideration and thus make erroneous conclusions. 


On the other hand, the dynamics of the growth of the percentage of material 
expenditures do not completely reflect the growth process for the industri- 
i1lization of agriculture at the same rates -- during the period being 
analyzed, the prices for the material means that were used were increased on 
several occasions. 


The growth of the percentage of the material expenditures in the overall 
expenditures indicates that agriculture can no longer find within itself 


the conditions for its production. They exist outside of it in the form 

f independent branches. Hence the conclusion that the problems of the 
further development of agriculture wil. depend upon the consolidation of its 
economic alliances with the “outside branches." In our country these ties 


ire still weak, and for that reason agriculture does not receive promptly 
or in the necessary quantity the material-technical means that it needs. 
ording to computations made by specialists, in order to carry out the 

mprchensive mechanization of the country's agriculture at the present 
tage, we must have approximately as many as 3,200,000 tractors, whereas 

we actually have 2,458,000. We have not yet beceun series production of 

i pproximately a thousand types of agriculturai machines that are urgently 

by agriculture.

‘he Level of the capital-labor ratio for workers in the country's agricul- 
ture continued to lag by 40 percent behind the level for industrial 
workers (despite the fact that that indicator in 1970-1978 increased by 71 
ercent in industry, and by 116 percent in agriculture). If we provide 
imriculture with all the means that it needs, these indicators can be 
equalized. And if we provide agriculture with complete techniqal equip- 
ment and carry out comprehensive mechanization in all its branches, then 
the level of capital-labor ratio in agriculture will become higher than in 
industry. However, one must note immediately that if the growth of 


the capital«labor ratio is not accompanied by the complete use of the capa 
‘ities, then this can have a detrimental influence upon the effectiveness 


oT produs tion. 


\ factor of great importance for the development of the agro-industrial 
omplex is the correct territorial placement of the production capacities. 
Unfortunately, in certain instances there is a completely inadequate 
mount of them. For example, in 1970-1978 the production of agriucltural 
itput that was intended for industrial processing increased by almost 50 
ercent in the republic, but the processing capacities during tne same 
riod imereased by only 18 percent. And if we assume that in 1978 the 
‘4. agrieultural output that was intended for processing was completely 
then that means that during the previous years the processing 
ipacttles operated on only partial work loads. And, actually, the capaci- 
ties, for example, of the canning plants were used by only 50-60 percent. 


the other hand, this discrepancy also means that the production 
ipacities were not located in conformity with the raw-material bases: 
whereas in some places they operated on a full work load, in others 
perated at a half work load, or even less. For example, in 1978, 50 
ercent of the tomatoes that were harvested by the Gardabani vegetable- 
wers and that were inteaded for proc *ssing, were sent to various parts 
ibi because of the lack of the appropriate capacities locally.

Another actor of particular importance in the interbranch ties is the 
development of the infrastructure — of material-technical supply, procure- 
ment organizations, warehouse management, roads, transport, and the provid- 
ing of technical services. Suffice it to state that in the production costs 
of certain types of agricultural output the transportation expenses repre- 
sent JO percent. Every year there has been a regular increase in the volume 


of freight being shipped, in terms of a single hectare of area under cul- 
tivation. 


It is difficult to overestimate the role of the efficient organization of 
procurements in the development of the interbranch ties in the agro- 
industrial complex. Incidentally, recently in our country there has been 

a broad introduction of the purchase of meat and milk right there at the 
farms that are the producers of the output. It is necessary to extend this 
practice also to the other branches of agriculture. 


A considerable benefit is provided by the direct contacts that the 
processing production entities and the trade organizations have with agri- 
cultural enterprises. This is confirmed in the most obvious manner by the 
work experience of the Agro-Industrial-Trade Association of the Ministry 
of Agriculture, Georgian SSR, in which there has been a broad introduction 
of the procedure of selling output according to the principle "from the 
field to the store." 


A very important foctor in the development of the agro-industrial complex 

is the level of specialization and concentration of the chief complex- 
forming branch, agr.culture. The deepening of specialization and the 

raising of the level of concentration provide the opportunity to create 
territorial production agro-industrial complexes -- agro-industrial 
enterprises and associations. We think that in this matter an important role 
will be played by the rayon-level production association that have been 
created in ten rayons throughout the republic on the basis of the experi- 
ence of several years' work by the association in administering the agricul- 


ture of Abashskiy Rayon. Although it should be noted here that, for the 
time being, the processing enterprises become part of these associations 
only formally. Their active involvement as part of the rayon-level 


production associations will help to overcome the departmental barrier and
